TEAGUE REJECTS JAPAN’S 
RACIAL EQUALITY PLEA. 


Proposed Amendment Fails to Obtain 
Unanimous Approval, Although 
Strongly Urged by Makino.

PARIS, April 12.—The League of Nations Commission has 
rejected the Japanese amendment on racial equality, according to 
an authoritative statement issued tonight. Some of the members 
. of the commission voted against the specific inclusion of this amend- 
ment in the covenant and, as unanimous approval of the com- 


The statement follows: . 

“At a meeting of the League of Nations commission on Fri- 
day, April 11, the Japanese delegation proposed an amendment 
to the preamble of the covenant, as follows: To insert after the 
words, ‘By the prescription of open, just and honorable relations 
between nations,’ an additional clause to read: ‘By the indorse- 
mont of the principle of 06 
their nationals.’

“A discussion followed, in which practically all of the members of the 
commission participated. The discussion was marked by breadth of 
thought, free and sympathetic exchange of opinion and a complete appre- 
ciation by the members of the commission of the difficulties which lay in 
the way of either accepting or rejecting the amendment. 

“The commission waa impressed by the justice of the Japanese claim 
and by the spirit In which it was presented. Mention was frequently made 
in the course of the discussion of the fact that the covenant provided for 
the representation of Japan on the executive council as one of the @¥e 
great powers, and that a rejection of the proposed amendment could get, 
therefore, be construed as diminishing the prestige of Japan.

SOLDIERS BETTER MEN FOR 
EXPERIENCE, HE SAYS; 
TELIS OF WAR'S RUIN, 


Seret. Bdwin F. Schallert, who, 
before he volunteered for service on 
May 26, 1917, was dramatic and 
music critic of The Times, has re- 
turned from France to his home 
here at 938 Beacon street, declar- 
ing that army service ha’ proved of 
the greatest mental and physical 
benefit to every man who joined 
the colors. 

Sergt. Schallert sailed for Fran 
on August 8 1918, as a member o 
the Headquarters detachment, 
Fortieth . Division, and arrived at

stationed at first in the department 
of Cher and in November moved 
forward to an advanced sone back 
of the Argonne and within thirty 
miles of Verdun.

PHILADELPHIA, April 
“Thirty thousand school teachers in 
the United States have never gone 
beyond the eighth grade in training 
for their profession: 200,000 have 
had less than a high school educa- 
tion and 360,000 have gone no fur- 
ther than high school.” This state- 
ment was made by Dr. Hugh 8S. Ma- 
gill, field secretary of the National 
Education Association, at today’s 
session of the School Men's Week 
here. 

“As startling as these figures are,”

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HOPE OF RUSSIA IS IN 
KOLCHAK, SAYS ROSEN. 


FORMER AMBASSADOR SEES IN 
BOLSHEVISM A MENACE TO 
OUR CIVILIZATION. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE] 

NEW YORK, April 12.—Baron 
Rosen, formerly Russian Ambassa- 
dor to the United States and one of 
the peace plenipotentiaries who set- 
tled the war between Russia and 
Japan, in an address today before 
the Brooklyn Chamber of Commerce, 
his first public utterance since arriv- 
ing in America an exile from his na- 
tive land, declared that it was the 
“deadly poison of Bolshevism which 
brought on the defeat of Russia and 
next of Germany.” and that its “sud- 
den rise and stupendous zrowth” 
should be a solemn warning to the 
ruling classes in all belligerent coun- 
tries. 

“Russia as a political entity has 
temporarily ceased to exist,” said Ba- 
ron Rosen. “There is at present no 
political party or body of men which 
could be held to be entitled to enter 
upon international engagements in 
the name of Russia and the Russian 
nation—least of all that small group 
of demented fanatics with their fol- 
lowing of murderous bandits who 
have usurped power by violence and 
who maintain their tyrannical power 
by a regime of terrorism such as the 
world has never séen, who have com- 
pletely ruined and destroyed the so- 
cial fabric of the state and who have 
turned what was once the empire of 
Russia into a wilderness of primi- 
tive barbarism, a prison, a lunatic 
asylum and a slaughter house.” 

“The germs of this deadly disease, 
Bolshevism, although lying dormant, 
were present and are still present 
everywhere,” said the 
“bred and nurtured by the atmo- 


accompaniment 
achievements of modern civilization 
which are doing so much to empha- 
size ind render more glaring the 
contrast between the luxury and ease 
of the few and the want and limita- 
tlone of the many, condemned to a 
life of incessant toll, joyless monot- 
ony and anxious insecurity.” 

Discussing the problem of the tm- 
mediate future of Russia the former 
Ambassador said it is “one of unex- 
ampled difficulty.” Its solution ts re- 
quired in the interest of all mankind, 
he declared, adding that “if Bol- 
shevism be not now extirpated root 
and branch and if it is suffered to 
spread any further it might ultl- 
mately come to mean the doom of 
our race and civilization.” . 

“No one can tell when and how 
the time will come when the world 
will again behold Russia recon- 
stituted as a political entity and able 
to resume her place in the family of 
nations,” continued the ex-Ambas- 
sador. 

“For the present the only glimmer 
of hope seemg to lie in the evolution 
out of the prevailing chaos of a mil- 
itary dictatorship such as must al- 
Ways be the outcome of a prolonged 
stute of anarchy, if the teachinzs of 
history are to be believed. Some in- 
dications of the possibility of a sim- 
ilar development are already dis- 
cernible. Admiral Kolchak, the head 
of the Siberian government, having 
of late secured the submission to his 
authority of Gen. Denikine of the 
Kuban Cossacks and Krasnoff of the

DROPS RAPIDLY. 


Demobilization Reduces Total 
Below Two Millions. 


Forty-six Per Cent. Enlisted 
Men are Discharged. 


Health of Troops in Europe 
Reported Excellent. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE) 

WASHINGTON, April 12.’— De- 
mobilization has reduced the total 
strength of the American army be- 
low 2,000,000. Complete reports to 
April 8, announced today by Gen. 
March, showed the aggregate 
strength on that date to be 1,980,- 
506. 

Since November 11 686,114 men 
have sailed for home, and up to 
April 8 605,772 had been landed. 
There have been returned to civil 
life 1,701,469 officers and men, 50 
per cent. of the officers and 46 per 
cent. of the men Who were in the 
army when the armistice was signed.

being discharged in that time. Aft- 
er the Spanish-American War be- 
tween September 5, 1898, and June 
22, 1899, only 179,397 officers and 
men were mustered out. 

ENLISTMENTS. 

Enlistments under the_ special 
overseas volunteer system have 
reached a total of 7961. 

It was indicated that the first con- 
tingent of 1000 men of these re- 
placements would start from Camp 
Meade before May 1. 

Health conditions in the expedi- 
tionary forces, Gen. March said, 
were “remarkable.” Less than 12.- 
000 men have been entered on the 
sick reports for the week of. March 
27. In the United States conditions 
were described as very good. 

HELD LONG FRONT. 

The American army in France on 
the day the armistice was signed 
held 83.4 miles of the battle front, 
or 21 per cent. of the entire line. 
Gen. March gave the divisions of the 
front that day between the allies as 
follows: 

French, 65 per cent; United States, 
21 per ‘ent.; British 18 per cent., 
and Belgians, 6 per cent. 

October 10, the Americans held 
23 per cent. of the line. The reduc- 
tion probably was due to the con- 
centration for the Argonne drive. 

The War Department announced 
today that the Twenty-eighth (Penn- 
syivania National Guard) Division, 
and not the Twenty-ninth, as an- 
nounced yesterday, had been as- 
signed to early convoy. A cabled 
correction to this effect came from 
Gen. Pershing. 

Fifteen thousand employees of the 
Department of the Interior in bu 
reaus throughout the country were 
requested today by Secretary Lane to 
make every effort to aid returning 
soldiers and marines to obtain work. 
The employees were directed to re- 
port all opportunities for employ- 
ment to Col. Arthur Woods, special 
fassistant to the Secretary of War on 
employment of discharged soldiers.

She ts 18 years old, 
and, with her knowledge of math- 
ematics, is engaged in the turning 
of rotor shaft of high carbon spin- 
die stock, which she cuts down to a 
four or five thousandth of an inch 
accuracy. 

When seen at work yesterday she 
wes handling a big machine like a 
veteran. Presently she woyld take 
the shaft over to the universal grind- 
er, one of the most difficult pieces 
of machinery in the factory to 
manipulate. Here, under her expert 
eye, the shaft would be ground down 
to a half-thousandth of an inch, 
measured by a milcrometer caliper 
and tested by a cigarette paper, 
which ig about double the thickness 
of the accuracy desired. This young 
girl operates the universal grinder, 
the milling machine and the lathe 
with equal dexterity. 

At the machine used for blanking 
disks, the initial operation in the 
manufacture of a stator for an elec- 
tric motor, was a bright-faced little 
woman turning out disks at a clip- 
ping rate, and doing it with marvel- 
ous ease. Not far away was another 
woman of slight build with fair 
hair and Maude Adams's features. 
In fact, she reminded one of the 
actress's role in “Peter Pan.” clad 
in her coveralls and with her hair 
tucked up under a genuine working- 
man's cap. She handled one of the 
hardest jobs, from a physical stand- 
point, to be found in the factory, 
namely drilling copper end rings.

HOLD-UPS, JEWELRY ROBBER- 
IES AND MURDERS KEEP 


SCOTLAND YARD BUSY, 


(SY A. FP. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE | 

LONDON, March 15.—Spectacu- 
ler hold-ups, mysterious murders 
and thrilling jewelry robberies are 
claiming the best skill of Scotland 
Yard and holding the attention of 
the Lond public. Not for many 
year—if indeed ever—have the eau- 
thorities been called upon to cope 
with such a wave of crime as that 
which swept the metropolis 
since the inning of the year. 
While eome arrests have been made 
and some men punished, the police 
are hard put to keep pace with the 
criminals.

AMERICAN BASE 


Neither Were They Attended 
by Mother Ship, Says Hun. 


Out Five Months, Says. 


Denies Many Theories of Sub- 
marine Warfare. 


BY RICHARD HENRY LITTLE. 
(BY CABLE—EXCLUSIVE DisPATCH.} 

BERLIN, April 9 (via Paris, 
April 12.)—"Germany never had a 
submarine base in America,” said 
Capt. Bartenbach, commander of 
submarine bases in Flanders during 
the war. “Nor did German subma- 
rines operating off the American 
coast have a mother ship or receive 
any aid or supplies from shore.” 

Capt. Bartenbach is one of the 
greatest authorities in Germa on 
submarines. He became idefitified 
_with the submarine service when in 
the infantry In Germany thirteen 
|years ago. He worked with the sud- 
‘marine all through the experimental 
‘stages and commanded the first Ger- 
man submarine, the U-1. The bases 
on the Flanders coast, the most im- 
portant by Germany, were 
under the command of Capt. Bar- 
tenbach. 

The captain continues in the sub- 
marine service and has his office in 
the Admiralty building in Berlin. 

I asked him the first question re- 


garding the base of submarines in 
America because I had often heard 
it argued that German U-boats could 


|mnot have operated off our coast un- 


less supported by @ near-by base or 
mother ships. Capt. Bartenbach 
said the submarines that harried the 
American coast wére outfitted and 
sailed from Kiel and carried their 
supplies. 

IDENTIFIES U-BOATS. 

One submarine which visited 
America was absent five months. It 
was commanded by Capt. Kopen- 
hamel and reached America early in 
August of 1918. It did not succeed 
in getting back to Kiel until Janu- 
ary of this year. Capt. Vonnosky, 
who was off the American coast last 


July and August was away from 
Kiel over three months while an- 


j}other of our unwelcome visitors was 


Capt. Rose. 

I wanted to find the man who 
sank the Laconia, also the one who 
sank the Lusitania. Capt. Barten- 
bach said the Laconia was sunk by 
Capt. Berger and the Lusitania by 
Capt. Schweiger, both of whom had 
died when their submarines were 
destroyed during the war. 

Capt. Bartenbach in speaking of

SENATORS SKEPTICAL 
ABOUT LEAGUE CHANGE 


WITHHOLD COMMENT UNTIL 
EXACT OFFICIAL TEXT 15 
MADE AVAILABLE. 


(EXCIASIVE DISPATCH.) 
WASHINGTON, April 12. — Dis- 
patches from Paris telling of the in- 
clusion of the Monroe Doctrine res- 
ervation in the League of Nations 
covenant were received by Senators 
today with a certain degree of skep- 
ticiam and a disposition to withhold 
comment until] the exact official text 
of the amendment is available. 
The attitude of opposition Sena- 
tors was: “We want to be shown.” 
The Senators pointed out that 
there has been so much backing and 
filling in the Peace Conference with 
regard to the Monroe Doctrine that 
they were unwilling to express ap- 
proval or disapproval of the report- 
ed action until they knew exactly 
what the action had been. They 
took occasion to reiterate with em- 
Phasig that the reservation of the 
Monroe Doctrine would have to be 
absolutely clear and final before it 
would receive their indorsement. 
There was a vagueness about the 
news dispatches that was partly re- 
sponsible for the skepticism. It 
Was apparent from these dispatches, 
Senators said, that the Monroe Doc- 
trine amendment had been declared 
adopted without a vote, although ob- 
jJections had been voiced by members 
of the drafting commission. It was 
also noted that Lord Robert Cecil, 
the British representative, announced 
that he saw no objection to the 
amendment “in the form presented.” 
This gave rise to considerable curi- 
osity as to “the form presented.” 
Senator Pomerene, Democrat, of 
Ohio, a member of the Foreign Re- 


lations Committee, returned to 
Washington today, after a_ visit 
among his constituents and in- 


furmed his colleagues three-fourths 
wf the people of Ohio were in favor 
of the league. He predicted the ma- 
jority of the dissenting fourth would 
favor it as soon as they understood 
it. 


“The amendments now being made 
to the covenant are meeting with 
approval,” he said, “and they will 
enable the Senators who signed the 
round-robin against the league to 
get on the wagon.” 

With regard to the Monroe Doc- 
— reservation Senator Pomerene 
said: 

“In my opinion this amendment 
meets all the objections which weg 
urged against the original clause 
which was alleged to destroy the 
Monroe Doctrine. 1 think it will be 
satisfactory to the Senate.” 

Senator Hitchcock of Nebraska, 
the retiring chairman of the For- 
eign Relations Committee and chief 
administration spokesman in Con- 
gress on international affairs, de 
clared: 

“The action of the commissTon on 
the Monroe Doctrine amendment 
leaves the Senate opposition without 
a leg to stand on.”

‘mission of the League of Nations 


received a delegation of seven wom- 
en, representing the International 
Commission of Women and the Con- 
ference of Women Suffragists of Al- 
lied Countries and States. 


It was the first time women had 
been actually called upon to help 
remake the world. Promptly at 8 
o'clock the women delegates had 


gathered in the-lobby of the Hotel 


Crillon and gone up in the lifts to 
the large room in Col. House’s suite, 
which its used for sittings of the 
League of Nations Commission. 

President Wilsen, as president of 
the commission, presided, though it 
was the first time he had been able 
to attend a meeting outside of his 
home since his illness. After shak- 
ing hands, with general introduc- 
tions, the Marchioness of Aberdeen 
and Temiare spoke a few words. 
Then the resolutions were presented 
by the delegates. 

The first resolution presented by 
Mrs. Corbett Ashby, a British suf- 
fragette, and Mrs. Juliet Barrett 
Rublee of the American delegation, 
relative to the position of women 
on the League of Nattons, reads: 

SEEK REPRESENTATION. 


“Whereas, the league is deter- 
mined by the wishes of the people. 

“Whereas, to be feasible, it must 
bé domestic. 

“Whereas, half the people of the 
world are women; 

“Re it reselved, that women 
should be equally eligible with men 
to the body of delegates, to the ex- 
ecutive council and the permanent 
secretariat and should be appointed 
to all permanent commissions on 
the same terms as men.” 

A second resolution, presented by 
Mme. Avrit de Sainte Croix and 
Mme. Grenberg, both leading French 


feminists, dealt with the moral 
questions. It reads: 
“Whereas, certain countfles still 


maintain laws and customs which 
practically keep their women in a 
state of slavery, that they decide the 
fate of children by -promising them 
in marriage at an early age, by tol- 
erating either the openly avowed or 
privately arranged sale of women; 

“Whereas, the countries repre- 
sented at the peace conference must 
recognize not only the right of na- 
tions but also of the individual citi- 
zens: 

“Whereas, the special measures 
taken under the pretext of public 
health or public safety with regard 
to women who are or are suspected 
of being prostitutes finally achieve 
the entire degradation of these un- 
happy creatures, are a danger to the 
public health in creating a false 
feeling of security In a dissolute life 
and are in themselves an incentive 
to disorder and immorality, the In- 
ternational Council! of Women and 
Conference of Women Suffragists of 
the Allied Countries and States pe- 
titions as follows: 

“First, to suppress the sale of 
women and children. 

“Second, to respect and improve 
the principle of woman's liberty to 
dispose of herself in marriage. 

‘Third, to suppress the traffic in 
women, girls and children of both 
sexes and its corollary of licensed 
disreputable houses.” 

A third resolution on hygiene 
presented by Dr. Girard Mangin, a 
woman doctor, who got into the 
French army because they did not 
know she was a woman, and then 
performed hundreds of operations 
at the front, said: 

“In view of the vital importance 
of the questions of hygiene and their 
bearing upon present conditions the 
international council of women and 
conference of suffragists petition 
that provision be made in the cov- 
enant of the League of Nations for 
an international bureau on hygiene.” 


SUFFRAGE URGED. 


A fourth resolution on woman 
suffrage was moved by Miss Mar- 
gery Fry, a British suffragist, and 
Mme. De Witt Schlumberger, 4 
French suffrage leader. It said: 

“Whereas, it concerns the whole 
human race, as well women as men, 
that the Peace Conference should 
bring about a lasting peace, based 
on the recognition of the right of 
people to be free. 

“Whereas, since the war brings 
upon women the unspeakable re- 
sults of invasion, bombardment, 
shipwreck, famine and disease, hard 
to endure, loss of husbands, sons, 
brothers and little children, it is 
profoundly unjust that they should 
be without a voice in the govern- 
ment of their country, fn decisions 
determniing the issues of life, peace 


or war.” 

The International Council of 
Women Conference of Suffragists 
petition: 


‘That the League of Nations com- 
mittee should explicitly recognize 
the principle of woman suffrage as 
one which should be applied through 
the world as soon as the civiliza- 
tion and domestic development of 
each state may permit. 

“That in any referendum which 
may be taken to decide the nation- 
ality of a country the women shall 
equally with men be consulted as to 
the fate of their country.” 

WILSON COMPLIMENTS. 
A fifth resolution seeking estab- 


lishment of an international bdu- 
reau of education was presented by 
Mrs. Fern Andrews of Boston. 

In reply to these resolutions 
President Wilson, as chairman of 
the conference, complimented the 
women on their brevity and on the 
common sense of their proposals. 

“T wish we had been as brief and 
clear as you have been,” he said, 
“and I think I can speak for my 
colleagues when I say that we are 
all with you itn the opinions you 
have expressed. If we cannot in- 
corporate them all it is because we 
are trying to make this document 
wide and this League of Nations 
does not intend to have any prob- 
lems Which will have to be solved.”

LEAGUE REJECTS 
PLEA OF JAPAN.

“Various members of the com- 
mission, however, felt that they 
could not vote for its specific inclu- 
sion in the covenant. Therefore, the 
commission was reluctantly unable 
to give to the amendment that unan- 
imous approval which is necessary 
for its adoption.” 

LEAGUE DRAFT ISSUED. 

An official summary of the revised 
covenant of the League of Nations 
issued tonight makes specific men- 
tion of the Monroe Doctrine with 
respect to its bearing on the future 
activities of the league. 

The league, says the statement, 
will include all belligerent and neu- 
tral states named in a document an- 
nexed to the covenant, and “in the 
future any self-governing country 
whose admission is approved by two- 
thirds of the states already mem- 
bers of the league.” 

Providing it has kept its obliga- 
tions, a state may withdraw from 
the league on two years’ notice, and 
states which signify their dissent 
from amendments approved by all 
the states on the councy and a ma- 
jority of those in the Assembly are 
not bound by them, but, in such 


case, cease to be members of the 
league. 

Mandatories for the German col- 
onies and the territories of the Otto- 
man empire are provided. These 
colonies and territories are to be ad- 
ministered by states willing to be 
mandatories of the league, which 
will exercise general supervision. 


OFFICIAL REPORT. 


The official communication on the 
work of the Reamee a Nations com- 
mission says: 

“The fifteenth meeting of the 
commission of the League of Na- 
tions was held at 8:30 Friday eye- 
ning, April 11, at- the Hotel de Cril- 
lon under the chairmanship of Pres- 
ident Wilson. 

“The commission resumed its ex- 
amination of the articles of the cov- 
enant as redrafted by the Commit- 
tee on Revision. Articles XI to 
XXVI were covered in the course of 
the evening. and the commission 
rose at 12:30, having completed its 
work. The appointment of a com- 
mittee which should draw up plans 
of the league organization was dis- 
cussed. 

“The new text contains thirty-six 
articles. The entire document has 
been carefully revised from the 
point of view of drafting, and it con- 
tains, in addition, its specific state- 
ment of a number of principles here- 
tofore regarded by the commission 


as implicit in the covenant. 


“Except for the technical task of 
bringing thé French and English 
Official texts to accord, the covenant 
is ready for the plenary conference. 
It will therefore be made public in 
the course of a few days.” 

The preamble of the covenant of 
the League of Nations, in which the 
Japanese sought inclusion of their 
amendment, follows: 

“In order to promote the inter 
national co-operation and to secure 
international peace and security by 
the acceptance of obligations not to 
resort to war, by the prescription of 
open, just and honorable relations 
between nations, by the firm estab- 
lishment of the understandings of 
international law as the actual rule 
of conduct among governments, and 
by the maintenance of a just and a 
scrupulous respect for all treaty ob- 
ligations in the dealings of organ- 
ized people with one another, the 
powers signatory to this covenant 
adopt this constitution of the League 
of Nations.” 

The text of the League of Na- 
tions covenant was made public to- 


day. 
With the single exception of the 
amendment specifically exempting 


the Monroe Doctrine from being 
affected by the covenant, no vital 
change was made by the League of 
Nations commission in that docu- 
ment in its meetings on Thursday 
and Friday nights. Last night's 
meeting marked the conclusion of 
the consideration of the covenant. 

Last night's discussion lasted four 
hours, President Wilson attending 
the session and remaining until it 
closed, after midnight. No date 
was set for a plenary session of the 


Peace Conference to consider the 
covenant. 
The covenant as the committee 


left it did not Include any section 
granting Japan's request_for the 
recognition of racial equality and 
neither was a section § introduced 
covering the request of France for 
an international military General 
Staff. 

Both Japan and France announced 
that they reserved the right to bring 
up the amendments they destred be- 
fore a plenary session of the confer- 
ence. 

As it now stands the covenant con- 
tains twenty-six sections. 

SHARP DISPUTE, 

A rather sharp contest has arisen 
over the question of the language of 
the official covenant of the League 
of Nations and also is extending 
speculatively to the peace treaty 
iteelf. In the cage of the treaty, 
however, nq occasion has yet arisen 
to provoke’ discussions, but at the 
sersion Thursday night of the League 
of Nations Commission the language 
question with regard to the covenant 
came up and occupied almost a half 
hour of the debate. 

It is a question of French or Dng- 
lish. The French put forth the 
claim that French generally has 
been considered as the language of : 
international usages before the war 
and that In times gone by it-was used 
in great treaties and conventions. 
They also advance the argument that 
it has peculiarly valuable qualities In 
expressing precise meanings and 
also that it is generally more under- 
stood by other nations than is the 
English language. 

Decision as to the language of the 
evvenant it is sald does not rest with 
the commission, but is a question to 
b» settled by a plenary session of the 
peace conference itself. 

SENATE SATISFIED. 
A FP. NIGHT WIRE) 
WASHINGTON, April 12.-—~The 


official summary of the amended 
covenant of the League of Nations 
was received in Washington tonight 
too late for officials and members 
of Congress to study it for formal 
comment. It was apparent, how- 
ever, that important changes in the 
original document were designed to 
meet criticisms made in the Senate 
and elsewhere by friendly critics as 
well as opponents of the league. It 
was pointed out that it was dim- 
cult to make a comparison of the 
official summary of the new cov- 
enant issued at Paris with the 
original constitution, since it was 
possible to tell only what new mat- 
ter had been injected and not how 
much ol4 language had been ré- 
tained, particularly regarding rela- 
tively minor points. 

Aside from the amendment specti- 
fically mentioning the Monroe 
Doctrine as among “regional wun- 
derstandings” not affected by the 
covenant, the change whceih seemed 
te attract most attention here was 


mat requiring an unanimous vote in 
both the Assembly of States and the 
governing executive counctl in any 
decision upon a matter “of interna- 
tional interest or threatening the 
peace of the world.” 


SOVEREIGNTY UPHELD. 


In the original, unanimous con- 
sent was required exceptinx the 
parties to a dispute. This apparent- 
ly was intended to make it clear 
that no nation surrendered its 
sovereignty or right of individual 
action through membership in the 
league. 

Another change in a section 
much discussed in the Senate debate 
requires the approval of each mem- 
ber state of recommendations of 
the council as to the amount of 
armed force, if any, to be supplied 
by those states to act on behalf of 
the league in moving axainst a 
state which has broken the  cov- 
enant. Opponents of the con- 
stitution as originally drawn 
sisted this section took away from 
Congress the power to declare war 
and might force the United States 
to send its soldiers or sailors into 
battle in some far-off corner of the 
earth for a cause in which the coun- 
try was not interested. 

The same kind of a change was 
made tn the sections relating to 
disarmament and the administra- 
tion of mandates over the former 
German colonies and territories of 
the Ottoman Empire. It ie specifi- 
cally provided that suggestions of 
the council for reductions of arma- 
ments shall be adopted only with 
the consent of the affected states 
themselves. 

MANDATORIES. 


Provision is made for mandatories 
by states Which are “willing” to be 
mandatories.. 

The right is given any state to 
withdraw from the league on two 
vears’ notice, provided such state 
has kept its obligations to date. 
The failure of the first draft to 
make any provision for withdrawal 
from the league has been the sub- 
ject of much discussion. 

Amendments to the covenant un- 
der the new draft require the ap- 
proval of all states of the council— 
the five great powers and four oth- 
er nations to be selected and “a 
simple majority in the assembly” 
which is composed of all representa- 
tives of all member states. Origin- 
ally a three-fourths majority was 
required in the assembly. 

Another addition sets forth that 
the number of powers of each 
clags represented on the council 
may be increased by the unanimous 
consent of the council and a ma- 
jerity of the assembly. Other new 
provisions include the accepting by 
member states of certain responsi- 
bilities with regard to labor condi- 
tions, treatment of natives, white 
slave traffic, opium traffic, the arms 
traffic with uncivilized and semi- 
civilized countries, transit and trade 
conditions, public health and Red 
Cross societies and formal recogni- 
tlon of the league as the central 
body interested in co-ordinating and 
assisting international tivities 
generally.

“TEMPLE BLOCK FOR SITE. 


City’s Moral Obligation to Build Civic 
Center There Told in Booklet. 


That the city is under moral 
obligation to select the Temple 
Bieek as the site for a civic center 
in which to erect a new City Hall 
has been clearly pointed out by J. 
Wiseman Macdonald of the Court- 
house Site Committee, in an illu- 
minating booklet entitied “Les An- 
geles Civic Conter Site,” which has 
just been circulated. 

Many of the facts set forth by Mr. 
Macdonald are truly eye-openers. 

“The city at this time has no 
right to consider any site other than 
the Temple Block,” says Mr. Mac- 
Gonald. “In November. 1909. the 
Pub Butiding Committee of the 
City Ceuncil recommended that the 
Temple Bleck site be acquired by 
the city for a new City Hall upen 
the following terms: That the city

AID BOYS’ HOME 
WITH TAG DAY. 


Plan Financial Benefit for 
Lark Ellen School. 


City and State Interference 
Obstructs Good W ork. 


Strange Letier is Received 
from State Board. 


Financia! benefit for Lark Ellen 
School for Boys at 1110 Ingraham 
street is being planned by a com- 
mittee of prominent Los Angeles 
women who are arranging for a tag 
day in the hope that such a cam- 
paign will be sufficiently productive 
of results to place the institution up- 
on a firm financial footing for the 
coming year. The exact date for 
the tag day has not yet been fixed, 
but a committee on «arrangements 
has been named as follows: Mrs. 
Ross Whitley, Mrs. E. C. Hull, Mrs. 


Fred Osburn, Mrs. J. M. Danziger, 
Mrs. Charles S. Kent, Mrs. Sloan- 
Orcutt, Mrs. Emil Kehrlin and Miss 
June Whittmore. 

Lark Elien Home experienced 
many financial difficulties during the 
war, owing to the lack of donations, 
and just now, when an effort is be- 
ing made to place it upon a firmer 
basis, it is stil] further handicapped 
by red tape which is said to seri- 
Ously interfere with plans of the 
governing board. As late as March 
18 Secretary Georgiella Ley was no- 
tified by Health Commissioner Pow- 
ers that the health commissioner and 
Advisory Committee, upon recom- 
mendation of the nursing commis- 
sion, denied the institution's appl!- 
cation for renewal of its permit to 
board children. 


AT CROSS PURPOSES. 


In another case the State author- 
ities are working at cross purposes 
with the best efforts of the manage- 
ment of the home. A communica- 
tion was recently received from the 
State Board of Charities and Cor- 
rections. It was addressed to Miss 
Sarah Fitzwater and calls attention 
to a dietary study of the home. It 
lists tWo pages of suggestions as to 
what the boys ought to be fed, and 
contains, among other things, the 
following paragraphs: 

“The breakfasts might be more 
varied, too. French or creamed 
toast. eggs on toast. muffins, griddle 
cakes, creamed dried beef on toast, 
cereals cooked with raisins or dates, 
etc., all would give a very welcome 
variety.” 

It aleo says that “fruit butter on 
the bread is not as a rule sufficient 
in amount. It would be better to 
give fewer fried potatoes. Creamed, 
baked or scalloped potatoes would 
be much better.” 

There are now twenty-four 
healthy and happy boys in the home. 
They are well fed and well treated. 
The home has rabbits, chickens, pigs 
and other domestic animals. It had 
a good milch cow until recently, 
and ig to be provided with another 
at once. 


OUTSIDERS. INTERFERE. 


While the war was in progress the 
institution had rather “hard sled- 
ding.” and it ig said that Mme. El- 
len Beach Yaw, founder of . the 
home, went there and cooked meals 
and washed dishes when the insti- 
tution was without a paid cook. The 
matron has long served for the in- 
significant wage of $30 per month, 
and many prominent ople have 
contributed generously from time to 
time toward the support of the 
home. Those who have its welfare 
at heart feel that the work is being 
seriously interfered with by outs!id- 
érs, and a movement is now on foot 
to establish for the home such a 
fund as wil] make it financially in- 


dependent.

MILLIONS SAVED BY 
FEDERAL LABOR WORK 


SCORES OF POSITIONS OPEN 
‘IN LOS ANGELES. LOCAL 
EXAMINER SAYS. 


Figures made publie by William 
T. Boyce, Fe@efal director of the 
United States employment service, 
show that clos to $10,000,000 has 


been saved to the working people 
throughout the country through the 
various local offices of the service 
in the last fourteen months, accord- 
ing to an announcement by Emil J. 
Bernatche, examiner in charge here, 
yesterday. 

That more than 4,000,000 men and 
women have secured work through 
the United States Employment Bu- 
reau, and that at the present time 
there are scores of positions open in 
Los Angeles, was the statement is- 
sued in connection with the genera! 
statistics. 

A shortage of applicants for do- 
mestic work is noticeable at the 
present time, it tse declared, but this 
cendition is expected to be remedied 
by legialation passed in Sacramento. 
The Leos Angeles office of the United 
Btates employment service, through 
ite men's division at 206 Court street, 
and the profeasional, cierical, house- 
held and industrial divisions in the 
Merchants’ Trust Bullding, Broad- 
way near Second street. is prepared 
to send scores of men and women to 
well-paying jobs at once, it is an- 
nounced.

Bhar HERO OF THE EPIC. 

Let us begin with the barsh and vigorous 

words of Walt Whitman: 

“Come, Muse, migrate from Greece and 
Ionia. 

Cross out, please, those immensely over- 
paid accounts; 

The matter of Troy and Achilles’ wrath, 
and Aeneas’ and Odysseus’ wanderings. 

Placard ‘Removed’ and “To Let’ on the rocks 
of your snowy Parnassus, ... 

For know a better, fresher, busier sphere: 
a wider, untried domain awaits and de- 
mands you.” 

II. 


HO shall sing the epic of the hero, Man, 
and tell the story of the great age, the 
great war? Perhaps some soul still cradled 
in the void, to emerge when all who now 
live are dead; but history will live and the 
backward glance of the now unborn will 
for countless centuries be fixed upon this, 
our age, and some voice, some time, will 
raise itself to an epie worthy of the theme. 
From “The Finnish Kalevala,” the oldest 
poem known to mankind, to “The Dynasts,” 
most recent of the great epics, there have 
been godlike men and gods, angels and 
ministers of grace, to cheat the mere flesh 
and blood man of his glory. 

The reason for that is largely this: All 
the heroes of old time were of royal or 
godly birth. Democracy was unjnown and 
unthinkable. Kings were divine; we have 
a few yet living who claim to be. No bard, 
even had he thought of it, would have pre- 
Sumed to take a mere mortal, a mere man 
such as any one of our multiple millions 
who flung themselves to death with scorn 
and a cheer for the hero. The blood of gods 
must be in his veins or else, like the great 
Roland—who, wounded sorely with tem- 
ples burst and dripping from the strain of 
sounding’ hig mighty horn—he must be of 
royal strain and hold at bay a thousand 


Saracens on foot, four thousand, too, on 


Gods did not intervene with Ar- 
thurian knights, but they were noble-blood- 
ed and had magic to conveniently succor 
them. The Cid was such a super-hero that, 
dead and emblamed and fastened upright 
in his saddle, his mere presence scattered 
into flight the Moorish besiegers of Valen- 
cla; and of course he was nobly born. 

No doubt Achilles wag a brave man, but 
who would be a coward when death could 
strike him at no spot but on the heel where 
his goddess mother carelessly held her babe 
as she dipped him into the sacred river? 
And Aeneas, the Virgilian hero, mothered 
by Venus—no doubt he was brave and dar- 
ing, but why should mankind think him so 
when ichor flowed in his veins? Rustem 
and Rama and Siegfried, Wainamoinen and 
Beowult—all performed prodigies of valor 
because the intercessions of heaven sup- 
ported them. 

It is well enough to say these are only 
myths and legends. No doubt they largely 
are and have obscure meanings of value 
for savants. to worry over; but the bards 
that sung them believed them, the people 
heard and applauded and knew nothing of 
what our scholars declare... The peasant of 
Athens did not seg an allegory in Hercules, 
but a mighty physical hero—fathered by 
Zeus himself. 

Let us come down to authors that wrote 
of fairly contemporary events, as Tasso. de- 
scribing the fall of Jerusalem. Delivered 
(some five hundred years afterwards, it is 
true,) the credit for courage is always given 
a handful of specially-endowed heroes; and 
even so sane and tasteful an author as Ad- 
dison gave Mariborough Homeric. credit— 
“And, pleased the Almighty’s orders to per- 

form, 
Rides in the whirlwind and directs the 
storm,” 
—whereas Marlborough remained discreetly 
in the background and let English yeomen 
meet the shock of battle. 
III. 


AT we are arriving at is an under- 
" standing of the reluctance of bards to 
give the FLESH AND BLOOD MAN HIS 
DUE, as it must be given for the heroism 
of this age. The hero tradition is deeply 
imbedded tn verse-making. The bards of 
old were fed and honored by royalty and 
later by nobility, and they would have gone 
hungry from amazed courts had they not 
given divinity and super-gifts to their he- 
roes. Even Addison might not have written 
of Marlborough at all if the poet had not 
been a government pensioner. But the hero 
tradition endured even after the need of 
sycophancy vanished; for the people liked 
it. and religion and superstition and art 
were all fused in the method. 

But slowly, imperceptibly, irresistibly the 
minds of men have changed. Today kings 
are mocked for their “divinity.” It is great- 
er and grander to be a man, one who came 
from the dark primordial womb with his 
brothers, flesh and blood, than a hero of 
old time. Kings hold their thrones, if they 
do hold them, by acknowledging themselves 
to be convenient figureheads, symbols of 
government. All together, a mass of man- 
kind, we move down the years. The rich 
fancies and fables that sustained the an- 
cient world, the medieval world, too, are 
gone from us— 

“Our souls are stript of their illusions 
sweet, | 

Our hopes at best in some far future 

For others, not ourselves; whose bleeding 


feet 
Whnder this rocky waste where broken 
spears 
And bleaching bones lie scattered on the 
sand; 


Who oid we shall not reach the Promised 
Land; 
Perhaps a mirage glistening through our 
tears.” | 

N THIS war, not yet wholly ended, we of 

the Allies—especially we of America— 
FOUGHT FOR “OTHERS, NOT OUR- 
SELVES,” for the unborn. Men, mere men, 
not gods dipped in the Styx, not a group 
of crested knights, not religious fanatics, 
not hysteric and mad patriots, but sober 
men with no fllusions as to war's horrors, 
went in and fought. They buried them- 
selves in the ground; they scoured the 
sea’s surface and depths; they tool to the 
air with wings of their own making—and 
the thunberbolts of Zeus were as the mere 
crackling of pine knots to the thunderous 
orchestration of their guns. Side by side 
alien faces fought: Saracens with the heirs 
of Godfrey de Bouillon; French and Eng- 
lish mingled their flags in alliance on the 
fields of Waterloo: Yankee and British to- 
gether cheered a George Rex and two Re- 
publican Presidents. In all the records of 
wars from immemorial time this ts the first 
and the only in which the spokesmen of 
nations affirmed that they were not fighting 
for conquest and loot, for the glory of a re- 
ligion or for even survival. They were 


fighting to make the world livable, not for 
kings and nobles, not for priests, preachers 
and gods, not for one race or nation, BUT 
FOR MANKIND! 

Now of course any number of other infiu- 
ences made their presence felt, and the mo- 
tives of some of the Allies are squinted at 
suspiciously in these hours of victory; but 
the important thing is that it was not such 
motives and not such appeals based on 
those motives that aroused the men and 
women of this world. No matter what the 
diplomats may have fought for with inten- 
tions secreted, the people knew fer what 
they were fighting: humanity, mankind, 
others of flesh and blood, democracy. 

Perhaps the world will never reach the 
Promised Land; perhaps it is only a mirage 
glistening through our tears; perhaps each 
new form of government must inexorably 
carry with it seeds of turdulency and con- 
ffict that Inevitably lead, in time, to its own 
destruction. But the fight goes on against 
the superimposed tyrannies of rank and 
caste and class. The age has come when 
man, the hero, is fighting out hie own des- 
tiny, avowedly for himself, and not for 
kings and gods. 

Vv. 

ND IT IS OF MAN, not the man, not a 

man, not of Foch, Haig or Pershing, of 
Wilson or Clemenceau, of Lioyd George or 
Jellicoe, but of Man, that THE EPIC 
OF THIS AGE MUST BE WRITTEN. 
He went into war untrained and un- 
hardened, his ways were the ways of 
peace; he perhaps despised the cant 
word of “brotherhood,” and his prayers 
were silent prayers. A great, generous, 
gripping impulse seized him: a spirit of 
courage such as bad never been sung of 
him, of any hero, sustained him. He suf- 
fered and he endured and he dared as great- 
ly as men have ever suffered, endured and 
dared, and for what? Perhaps the great 
jeweled gates of heaven were flung wide to 
welcome the men from battlefields, but 
they fought with no such vision before their 
eyes. They fought for the earth, far their 
fellow-man, to make the world livable for 
their children and their children’s children, 
for the children of all nations and of all 
future time. 

And who shall sing that epic let him 
sing in quiet tones and strong, simple words. 
The hectic glamor and roaring that has 
rung other names, filled other epics, is wn- 
fitted to this the greatest of all. No matter 
how worthless it may seem when nations 
riot and statesmen wrangle about the peace 
table, yet the war has.been worth its price 
in blood and flesh. Noble sacrifice is never 
futile. Though foundations of government 
may be broken up and towers of Babel 
reared, man will not sink back permanently 
from such a victory into old forms of tyran- 
ny or accept worse ones. His eyes are on 
an ideal, and he will go on, and on. And 
the epic that sings of him in this age—the 
greatest epic ever written—must be simple 
as the opening sentence of Genesis, for 
man’s deeds have transcended the powers 
of his language. 


RITISH DARE NOT OPPOSE UT. 8. 

Fear is expressed by those who want 
us to remain in isolation that if we of the 
United States enter the League of Nations 
we shall be outvoted to our injury by Great 
Britain and the British colonies, viz., Aus- 
tralia, Canada and the Union of South .Af- 
rica, the white regions of the British Em- 
pire. 

Neither Australia nor Canada would dare 
oppose us in anything of any vital impor- 
tance. Australia, especially, would never 
dare to offend the United States, for Aus- 
tralia is living in hourly fear of and shaking 
in terror at the “yellow peril.” It matters 
not whether or not the so-called “yellow 
peril” is real or imaginary. Australia thinks 
it is real and she is afraid of it. And if 
perchance there is a real “yellow peril” 
there is no white nation with more reason 
to fear it than Australia. For not only ts 
Australia nearer the Asiatic centers of pop- 
ulation than any other white nation, but, 
with territory of continental proportions 
and a non-increasing population of only 
5,000,000, her vast unoccupied areas are the 
greatest invitation possible for the over- 
crowded millions of Asia to attack and 
seize what they need for themselves. More 
remote from European aid than any oth- 
er white nation, with her population cen- 
tered around the coast and the now unde- 
veloped interior offering no support for ar- 
mies seeking to defend the country againet 
attack when a landing shall have been 
made, Australia ig most vulnerable to Asiat- 
fe invasion, if ever Asia attempts such a 
thing. With hordes of Asiatic subjects to 
consider, and many possible interests else- 
where to take attention and efforts, Great 
Britain may not prove a very effective de- 
fender for Australia in the hour of need, 
should it ever come. It is to the United 
States that Australia must look for defense. 
Under the circumstances Australia dare not 
offend us. . 

Canada, too, in strongly inclined to be- 
lieve in and fear the so-called “yellow per- 
il.” To British Columbia it is very real 
indeed. The whole province lies awake 
and shudders at the bare mention of the 
thing. It is to us that she looks for defense 
whenever the dreaded Asiatic invasion 
comes, if ever it does, as British Columbia 
is sure it will come unless strongly guard- 
ed against. So Canada will not offend the 
United States. 

To suggest that we Americans should be 
in any danger from a League of Nations 
because of the votes of Great Britain, Can- 
ada or Australia is absurd and childish.

His- 
tory relates that the party lost the election 
of 1916 in the West. It seems that the In- 
diana man proposes taking no chances.

UTSIDE THE BREASTWORKS. 

The League of Nations will have at 
least one outsider. Col. George Harvey re- 
fuses unanimously to sign it, He is both 
inexorable and implacable. Nor will he be 
content with dumb protest. Far from it. 
No one ever saw a photograph of the colonel 
with a muzzle on, nor is it likely that such 
piteous spectacle will e’er be disclosed to 
human vision. With a few—or possibly sev- 
eral—well-chosen words Col. Harvey will re- 
cord his opinion of the world covenant and 
the erring band of publicists who whipped 
it into form and being. 

In a recent issue of Harvey's Weekly the 
colonel devotes some space—we say “de- 
votes” .because with him it is a work of 
devotion—to expressing the views of Col. 
George Harvey anent the League of Na- 


them are boldly and boisterously Harvey. 
The magazine is so thoroughly Harveyized 
that it would seem impossible to explode it. 

As an eminent and erudite editor Col. 
Harvey is righteously impressed with his 
handiwork. He may even be permitted to 
regale himself with some complacency be- 
fore his mirror. But, hyssop and hemlock! 
all his creations have not been of the same 
splendid mould. It will be remembered 
that it was Col. Harvey who gave to the 
world one Woodrow Wilson. It was the 
colonel who went over into the wilds of 
Trenton or Princeton and dug the Wilson 
out of his shroud when he was but a hum- 
ble Governor of New Jersey. It was Col. 
Harvey who insisted on making the Wilson 
a President and established him in the 
seats of the mighty! 

And then what happened? 

It is a sad tale, my lads: 

When it was too late the colonel found 
that he had built him another Frankenstein 
that, having realized its power and strength, 
raged up and down the earth with devasta- 
tion and ruin marking its blind and mad- 
dening course. 

And alack! there are no gyves or re- 
straints for Frankenstein. Therefore it 
only remains for the colonel to array him- 
self in sackcloth for the past and ring the 
‘bell and toot the whistle for dangers ahead. 

Hence the twenty-two out of twenty-four 
pages of the printed word and hence the 
speech at Indianapolis, where he stood up 
before a company of two or three hundred 
fellow-citizengs who were assembled for ban- 
quet purposes and impassionately pleaded 
with them not to forget the traditions of a 
Washington before the rhetorical posturings 
of a Wilson. For hours—or what seemed 
like hours-—-he begged and implored that 
the lessons of history be not lost or his 
own words of wisdom be cast aside. He 
presented his own attitude toward the world 
league in this unyleiding and uncompromis- 
ing phrase: 

“} am opposed to the covenant as It 
stands. I am opposed to it as it may be 
amended. I am opposed to it in principle. 
I am opposed to it in theory. I am opposed 
to it in practice. I regard it as the most 
un-American proposal ever submitted to the 
American people by an American President. 
I am opposed to this country entering into 
any perpetual or permanent alliance with 
any power for any purpose-—for war, for 
peace or for anything else.” 7 

Having made this declaration in favor of 
the isolation of the hermit he continued his 
seotching of the league and, looking at a 
spot on the wall where there might have 
been a picture of Woodrow Wilson had the 
President been photographed lately, he sol- 
emnly announced: 

“I hope to die before I see any red-blooded 
American sitting as President in a council 
controlling the world.” 

The guest of the evening sald much more 
to the same purpose. Of his complete and 
enduring opposition to the world covenant 
there was no room for doubt. If the Mon- 
roe Doctrine, the Ten Commandments, the 
Golden Rule, the Lord's Prayer and the 
Sermon on the Mount were enshrined in its 
paper walls his voice would still be raised 
in stern and vehement protest against the 
same. Nothing good can possibly emanate 
from Wilson since he has passed beyond 
the control of his sponsor. 

Col. Harvey takes himself so seriously 


| that many others have unconsciously fallen 


into the same habit—or is it error? 
He was at once assigned a place 
among the fifty-seven immortal ed- 
itors east of Pittsburgh. He was un- 
hesitatingly accorded the title of 


“kernel” because of the rich charac- 


ter of the meat in his nut. He 
spoke as one having authority, be- 
cause he always had a magazine or 
two at his command. He wag so sur- 
feited with the splendors of his own 
imaginings that he impressed us all. 

But when a man stants up before 
an audience of progressive Amer- 
icans and says he would oppose “any 
alliance with any peoples for peace 
or any purpose” he may masquerade 
as an editor, but he belongs in the 
infant class. If George Harvey's 
ideals prevailed there wouldn't be a 
marriage certificate on earth and 
America would be bounded by a barb 
wire fence and not much else.

TREND OF POLITICAL THOUGHT

By the Sentry on His Beat. 

Probably the liveliest incident in 
the municipal campaign of the past 
few days was the indorsement of 
candidates by the Association for 
Betterment of Public Service, in- 
cluding the surprise of giving its 
Oo. K. to Fred C. Wheeler, former 
Councilman, who voted against the 
Council or city employees participat- 
ing in the Preparedness Day parade, 
against buying flags for the em- 
ployees to carry in this parade, and 
against granting them a holiday so 
that they might march, and who 
himself refused to take a seat with 
the Council and participate in the 
parade. 

Then came the “love feast” for 
the indorsed candidates, which de- 
veloped into a monkey-and-parrot 
debate, wherein Wheeler took a full 
half-hour to explain his attitude and 
told how the wicked, wicked news- 
papers persisted in putting him in 
a false light, although he 
pleaded almost on his bended knees 
for them to give him a good send- 
off. Finally affairs settled down at 
this “love feast,” and every indorsed 
candidate signed a statement to the 
effect that each would support the 
whole ticket as indorsed by the asso- 
ciation. That there are degrees of 
support, however, is obvious. 

Wheeler won't go down—he can’t 
be swallowed. 


Check on Candidates. 

City Clerk Wilde yesterday fore- 
noon completed the check on nom- 
inating petitions of candidates. The 

titions of Dr. Henry EB. Small, for 

ayor, and Harry F. Woodward, for 
City Council, were found insufficient 
and they have five days within 
which to file supplemental! petitions. 
It is understood that this will be 
done in both cases. Isaac Kauffman, 
who was in the race for Council, 
has filed official notice of his with- 
drawal from the field. All of the 
other candidates have qualified for 
place on the primary ballot. ' 

City Clerk Wilde has completed 
the compilation of election boards 
and voting places, and the material 
is now In the hands of the City At- 
torney for the purpose of preparing 
the election ordinance. There will 
be 785 precinct voting places, of 
which 756 are within the city limits 
and. twenty-nine are in _ territory 
outside the city which is attached 
for school purposes only, and where 
the vote will be only on members 
of the Board of Education. 


Betkouski is Busy. 

Martin F. Betkouski, who served 
the city as Councilman for close t¢ 
a decade, and who is again in the 
running for a seat in the Council, is 
making a thorough campaign on the 
basis of his previoug work and the 
need of business men of wide ex- 
perience in the legislative body of 
the municipality. Mr. Betkouski on 
Friday night was re-elected a mem- 
ber of the board of directors of the 
Hollywood Board of Trade. He is 
an expert in municipal affairs. 


Municipal Ownership Platform. 

Meredith P. Snyder, three times 
Mayor of Los Angeles, and again a 
candidate for that honor (with 
Woolwine and the Democratic push 
behind him,) spoke before a gath- 
ering at the San Pedro-street school. 
giving his first campaign addres. 
In the course of his speech he said: 

“My first campaign for public of- 
fice in this city was based ~~. 
munjcipal-ownership platform a 
it w on this I was elected to a 
seat in the Council While Mayor 
of Los Angeles I made the first ac- 
tual move for municipal ownership 
when we took over the water plant, 
preventing an eastern corporation 
getting a forty-year franchise. 

“It was during one of my admin- 
istrations that the board was ap- 
pointed which made the aqueduct 
possible, and, if elected, I will feel 
that I have been given a chance to 
complete the great enterprise which 
I started when the city took over 
the water plant by fighting for and 
carrying through municipal owner- 
ship of a distributing system which 
will bring aqueduct light and power 
direct to the consumer.” 

The Snyder movement is obvious- 
ly the first charge in the campaign 
to capture California for the Demo- 
cratic party in 19290.

Engineers’ Cook at Cantingy 


Tells of Battle. 


Was One of Entire Regiment 
to be Decorated. 


Former Railroad Man is Here 
ona Furlough. 


When Melvin L. Starkey of Les 
Angeles was transferred in France to 
the Thirteenth Regiment of Railway 
Engineers, Seventeenth Division, he 
wes made cook of hie outfit, ag he 
head worked for the Salt Lake road 
here and knew how much railroad 
builders can eat and how to cook the 
Kind of food they want. But when 
the Germans breke through the thin 
line at Cantigny on July 6, this fa- 
mous regiment threw down its picks 
and shovels. and Cook Starkey 
heaved aside his dishpans for a rifie, 


and for tWo days and nights the regi- 
meht held the line until reinforce- 
Ments arrived. 

fim July 16 Gen. Foch called the 
entire regiment before him and dec- 
orated each and every man in it with 
a Croix de Guerre for the gallant 
work each had done. This, as far as 
i@ known, is the only entire regiment 


in the American Expeditionary 
Fo that was decorated as a unit. 
During the battle Starkey was gassed 


Gnd wes later wounded with shrap- 
mel. but he kept on fighting. Of the 
1800 men of Starkey’s battalion 490 
were killed in the two days’ fighting 
and were taken prisoners. 

Starkey returned to the United 
Stetes with his unit on March 12 to 
' earn that his mother. Mrs. Margaret 
Annie Starkey of 1374 East Fifty- 
eighth street, this city, had died at 
the French Hospital on February 
78 as the result of shock due to 
Burne she received at a fire at her 
home a month previous. Starkey re- 
turned to Los Angeles last week on 
furiough to be greeted by his father, 
brother and sister. 

Starkey desires the people of Los 
Argeles who have relatives and 
friends overseas to know of the good 
work the War Camp Community 
Service is doing at New York. This 
organization has a Hall of States at 
No. 27 West Twenty-fifth street, New 
York City, where there is a bureau 
of service for returned men of each 
Beate. The California work is in 
charge of Mrs F. E. Wolfe of Holly- 
wood and Starkey says too much 
praise cannot be ziven for the work 
she ie doing in bringing soldiers and 
thelr relatives together, acting as a 
clearinghouse for information and 
service. Mr. Starkey says that all

of their men in service who may 
have landed or are expected to land 
goon may write to Mrs. Wolfe for in- 
formation. There is no charge of 
any kind at this Hall of States con- 
ducted by the War Camp Community 
Service, and it is in fact a “Port of 
Missing Men’’ where soldiers meet or 
learn of their friends and home 
folks. Mr. Starkey also praised 
highly the work overseas of the Sal- 
vation Army.

SOLDIERS SORE 


AT PROHIBITION 


Feel it was “Slipped Over” in 
Their Absence. 


Engineer Tells of Fatalities 
from Gassed Cabbage. 


Drinks Water, Finds Dead 
Huns in the Stream. 


“The men who went overseas feel 
sore about this national prohibition 
and feel that something was ‘slipped 
over on them while they were 


away,” was the statement made yes- 
terday by Private Harold Cook, who 
has just returned from eighteen 
months’ service in France with Com- 
pany F, One Hundred and Seven- 
teenth Engineers, Forty-second Di- 
vision. Private Cook, who was for- 
merly of The Times sports depart- 
ment, is at present in the hospital 
at Camp Kearny recovering from the 
effects of polsoned water which he 
drank in France some months ago. 
He brings with him interesting im- 
pressions of France. 


POISONED CABBAGES. 


He says that in many of the ruined 
villages of the country activity was 
resumed almost before the smoke of 
the big guns died away. All during 
their etay attroad, he said, the men 
had good food, but on entering cap- 
tured territory a nomber died from 
eating cabbages planted In German 
war gardens that had been the 
scene of gas attacks, as the leaves of 
the vegetables, eaten raw, were pois- 
onous. 

In a trench baék of Verdun he 
Grank some water that came from a 
spring. Aftér imbibing he traced the 
water to ite source and found two 
dead Germans lying in the stream. 
He was in the hospita) five months. 

The Forty-second Division. Pri- 
vate Cook says, saw most of ite ac- 
tive service along the Oureg River. 
His detachment went into action on 
the Luneville front in Lorraine, re- 
maining there for four months. The 
Forty-second was one of the earliest 
divisions overseas and has seen some 
of the heaviest fighting. About 
eighty-seven outwf 300 Los Angeles 
men in his detachment are return- 
ing, the rest either being killed or in 
French 

Private Cook, who is a former 
track star of the University of South- 
ern California, left France on the 
12th ult. and on arriving in New York 
was sent to Greenhut Hospital, 
where he stayed for some weeks. On 
arriving at Camp Kearny he entered 
the hospital there, was discharged 
Sunday, re-examined Monday and 
ordered sent back for an operation, 
which he is to undergo at an early 
date. 


FOR VICTORY LOAN DRIVE. 


Committee Preparing to Put Los Angeles 
Once More Over the Top. 


This is to be a week of prepara- | 


tion for the Victory Loan which will 
be inaugurated on April 21 and con- 
tinue until May 10 backed by all the 
force of the United States govern- 
ment and steered by the best organ- 
izers, the ablest financiers and the 
cleverest “go getters” in the country. 

Men whose services could not be 
purchased for a commercial enter- 
prise for all the king's horses and al! 
the king’s men are planning to close 
their desks and devote from three to 
four weeks of their time exclusively 
to the job of raising $6,000.000,000 
to be used In taking up certificates of 
indebtedness issued to make’ good 
the faith of the country in paying 
bille incurred through the process 
of winning the war and putting the 
ekide under military autocracy. 

The exact terms of the ioan are 
still a deep. derk secret, locked in 
the bosom of Carter Glass, Secretary 
of the Treasury, to be told an ex- 
pectant world at a meeting to be 
hold Tuesday in New York. 

It is the opinion gf ordinarily well 
informed loan experts that the new 
offer will be in triplicate, and that 
purchasers will be given their choice 
of low interest bonds or notes, per- 
haps 3 per cents. and carrying full 
tax-exempt features. Another di- 
vision may be partially exempt and 
pay around 4 per cent. Finally 
there will be those fully taxable, but 
paying a high rate, some think as 
much as 4% or 5 per cent. These fg- 
ures are only the suggestions of prob- 
abilities made by loca! bankers, and 
are in no sense official, great care 
having been taken to keep the actual 
terms of the loan from becoming 
public in advance of the time fixed 
by the Secretary of the Treasury.

INCREASING EXPORTS. 


The Federal Reserve Board's re- 
port also shows that the exports of 
the Los Angeles Harbor increased 
ftom $524,000 in December.

1919, a sub- 
stantial growth of $115.000 for the 
thirty days. The importe for the 
) same period show a slight falling 
off, but for the vear a substantial in- 
crease of $1,639.000 is recorded. 

The Los Angeles Harbor Commis- 
sion is now preparing to go before 
the people with a proposal to vote 
$4.600,000 bonds for the Improve- 
ment of the harbor, among which 
improvements will be an additional 
mile of wharfage, coal bunkers, 
tanks for the storage of mineral and 
vegetable oils and facilities for the 
handling of cotton and grain, two 
products that are important factors 
in the commerce of every § great 
port. 

The immense trade that can be 
developed in copra and cocoanut oll, 
a trade formerly held almost ex- 
clusively by France and Germany. 
ie of itself well worth making a big 
effort to capture: but this trade can 
only be secured if the proper facili- 
tles are at hand to handle these 
products. 

Coal bunkers are another 
portant factor, as practically all of 
the tramp steamers that ply the 
seven seas are coal burners ard this 
type of ship will not call at a2 port 
after a long voyage unless it can re- 
coal.

ORANGE GROVES RAIDED. 


Trap Set 


Thieves Reap a Rich Harvest in Fruits; 


for Gangs. 


The wholesale theft of fruit from 
| orange groves in the vicinity of San 
Dimas and La Verne has caused the 
San Dimas Orange Growers As- 
leociation to make an appeal to the 
| California Fruit Growers’ Exchange 
for protection. It is declared that 
thousands of dollar's worth of 
oranges have been stolen in thé 
neighborbood of San Dimas during 
the past few weeks. 

It ts aleo said that parties of 
tourists in automobiles do not 
hesitate to help themselves to the 
oranges im groves along the road, 
and not tInfrequentiy they carry a 


sackful or two away with them. A 
reward of $25 has been offered by 
| the San Dimas Orange Growers As- 
‘sociation for the arrest and convic- 
i tien of anyone stealing fruit from 
| Sroves belonging to its members. 
C. W. Zorn of San Dimas, com- 
' plains that fruit peddlers visited his 
| grove In an auto truck a few nights 


(ago and hauled away thirty-six field 
'bowes of oranges, which had been 
picked and left in the grove over 
night. The fruit was worth, at 
jleast calculation, $2 per field box. 
A neighbor residing a quarter of a 
mile away lost four boxes of oranges 
the same night. 
USE WHEELBARROWS. 

The thieves used wheelbarrows to 
convey the fruit from the groves to 


the roadside where it was hauled 
away in a truck. Dozens of other 
ranchers near San Dimas, Clare- 


mont, Pomona and Lordsburg de- 
clare they have been robbed of from 
two to twenty boxes each during 
the past few weeks. 

The depredations are said to be 
largely due to the fact that marma- 
lade factories are now utilizing more 
than 560 per cent. of the cull oranges 
and leaving the peddlers of cheap 
fruit without a sufficient supply to 
keep their trucks busy. A few 
years ago the peddlers were able to 
buy any quantity of culls at e 
packing-houses for from 5 to 10 
cents per 100 pounds. 

This year the marmalade factories 
are running full biast and utilizing 
a good share of the fruit which is 
not good enough to pack under the 
Fixchange’s Sunkist brand, and the 
fruit peddlers are at their wit's end 
to know how to get enough fruit to 
heep going, so they are  etealing 
fruit wherever they can find ft, 
either taking what ts already picked 

after 


entering groves midnight 


and picking the fruit themselves, it 
is charged. 
GOOD FRUIT TAKEN. 

Growers are especially resentful 
this vear because fruit stolen from 
them and valued at $3 per packed 
box is taken to neighboring cities 
and peddied at 15 cents a bucket 
or sold on cheap fruit stands at 10 
or 15 cents per dozen.

PERSHING SQUARE PAG 


Streets and Building Tops Too 
Crowds; Luncheon Big Succes 


Pershing Square and the sur- 
rounding streets were not half large 
enough for the stream of humanity 
that filled them long before the 
regiment swung through the south- 
west entrance to the park. As the 
Parade passed the intersecting 
sireets north of Fifth, the thousands 
that lined the course cut to Hill and 
Olive streets and like so many roll- 
ing rivers, completely flling the 
sidewalks and the streets, swept to- 
ward the square. 

For hours before the regiment 
| arrived in Pershing Square, units 


from the Fort MacArthur barracks 
‘were placed on guard inside, and 
kept the crowds from filling it. Im- 
mediately in front of the fountain, 
) tacing west, was the stand decorated 
with American flags, with. several 
officers on guard. 

A mighty shout that rose above 
the continuous cheering in the 
vicinity marked the approach of 
soldiers. Headed by Col. Hutchins 
and hig staff, came the officers, fol- 
lowed by the regimental band, 
keeping time with the flourishing 
baton of Sergt. H. Taylor, drum 
major, and led by Sergt. Anthony 
FF. Gill, band leader. The officers 
swung to the left and entered the 
stand, while the companies, headed 
by Maj. Stearling Booth, turned to 
the right and took up various posi- 
tions in the square, from which 
they later were marshalled into 
symmetrical formation, facing the re- 
viewing stand. 


PLAY MARTIAL AIRS. 


As the command to “rest wes 
given by the officers, the clicking 
of the war helmets against the 
ties re-echoed and was taken up 
bv the crowds, “Hail, Hail, the 
Gang's All Here” came from the 
band, rewarded by lusty cheers 
from the One Hundred and Sixtieth 
itself, as was the “Hot Time fifi Old 
Town Tonight.” 

With a smartness that thrilled 
many a patriotic heart, the figures 
of the resting lads came to attention 
when the half-dozen bands led by 
A. F. Frankenstein, Fire Cémmis- 
sioner, struck up the “Star Spangled 
banner.” 

While Gov. Stephens was speak- 
ing, there came a break somewhere 
in the thin line of soldiers guarding 
the park, and thousands of mothers, 
sisters. wives and sweethearts 
rushed into the square. In a few 
ratnutes the soldiers became mingled 
with the civilians, merging into «a 
solid mass.

Ferdinand Pinney Earle, Artist, Author, 
Discusses Screen of Tomorrow. 


BY ANTONY 
Art lovers who go tonight to see 
the opening performance of Mar- 
shall Neilan's “The Unpardonable 
Sin,” at the Kinema, will enjoy the’ 
screen from a novel point of view. 
About seventy oil paintings by 
Ferdinand Pinney Earle, the noted 
artist, are one of the chief features 
of the production, and mark a new 
departure in motion pictures. Quite 
apart from the astonishing methods 
he is using in other pictures to 
Lroaden and enrich the screen as a 
Vehicle of spectacular beauty and 
drama, Mr. Earle has converted it 
into a medium for the highest ex- 
pression of the painter's art. : 
Iconoclast and idealist, though he 
may be, his whole attitude to the 
screer is a constructive and thor- 


oughly practical one. In spite of

Plays become economically and ar- 
tistically possible by employing the 
artists’ wizardry. And the new 
theater movement, and the schemes 
of Gordon Craig and Reinhardt will 
invade the screen, giving us a re- 
freahing change from the monotony 
of the old kind of melodrama. The 
glory that was Greece, the grandeur 
that was Rome will find expression 
in the canvases of eager artists, and 
fire the imaginations of the writers 
of picture @drarias.

introduced and put into practice in 
pictures, his whole policy is the eve- 
lution of the “movie” of yesterday 
into the fine-arts product of the 
néar future. 


“Tt is with an inexpressible sense 
of the possibilities of this work that 
T have carried it forward, through 
many handicaps and discourage- 
ments. And it is strange to realize 
that millifons of people are to be- 
hold my little paintings after the 
cainera transforms them into ra- 
diant wall-frescoes of hugh size,” 
said Mr. Earle? 

“Years of study of drawing and 
painting abroad have made it pos- 
sible for me ta eonvey to the screen 
something of the mé@ssage of beauty 
of the great tnasters of Italy and 
France: and IT can tmdgine no more 
worthy mission for an artist. 

“It would read like a dime novel, 
my task of getting into step with 
temperamental producers and con- 
vincinge them that I was a cold- 
blooded and practical artisan, cap- 
able of impréving the product of 
their film factortes. 

“An artist, to be successful in mo- 
tion pictures. must establish his 
work on a business basis. That ts 
to say. hie effects must contribute 
elther to the earning power of a 
praduction or to the prestige ef a 
star or corfpany. The prestice of 
Mise Pickford or Mr. Fairbanks are 
worth manv millions of dollars, and 
anvthine that can insure or add to 
their prestige has an easily-calcu- 
lated value quite apart from the net 
profits of the play. : 

“But the average artist in a film 
organization is like a lamb who has 
strayed into a pack of wolves—vun- 
til he can make the sore néed of his 
work felt from the money angle. 
And then his hair will turn gray be- | 
fore he overcomes the stubborn 
suspicion of the estudio against art 
for art's sake. lf a company 
clamors for his creations, it is apt to 
insiat upon reckless speed. and de- 
heht in an inferior standard of work. 
Nevertheless, there is a crving need 
fo> hie finest work. and cinematog- 
raphy offers a great field for men 
gifted with vision, and trained to 
execute their conceptions.” 


TO PRODUCE OWN PICTURES. | 


In “The Better Wife.” featuring 
Clara Kimball Young. and directed 
bw his brother. W. 8. Marle. soon 
to have a showing in Los Angeles, 
Ferdinand Farle has demonstrated 
his motion-paintings — landscapes 
with beautiful light effects tn which 
actore move, that are made entirely 
from tiny ease! paintings. Mise 
Pickford’s “Daddy Long-Legs” and 
Jack Pickford’s “Bill Apperson’s 
Tiov.”” soon to be released. will also 
contain fine examples of motion- 
paintings. with actors appearing in 
painted landscapes and sets. 

But Mr. Karle will not be happy 
until he has complete charge of 
the making of his own pictures, 
which he is making plans and prep- 
aration to do. And it is only then 
that full scope may be given to ex- 
ploiting the palette.

“The palette can begin where Mr. 
Griffith left off with ‘Intolerance.’ be- 
cause the prohibitive expense of 
gigantic sets is theret. nine-tenths 
eliminated. Already the Ince studios 
are devoting considerable money to 
sets in which actors are seen, 
and other producers are § experi- 
menting along similar lines. 

“The use of 
Mr. Earle has named the process—- 
“will bring about a mere artistic

helping to eradicate one of the evils 
ef the industry. It calle for men of 
finer intellects, and this will also have 
a beneficial result. And the public

acting of minor satellites suppressed, 
to suit the vanity and arrogant sel- 
fishness of a star. 

“When are the great classics of 
the ecreen. creations worthy of 
handing down from generation to 
generation, first to make their ap- 
pearance? The opera-houses of 
rope are subsidized for the aake of 
finer music. When will some pa- 
tron of the arts endow a film, just 
as universities are endowed, and 
museums? Not until the conscience- 
less and e«reedy who control too 
rouch of the film world today have 
lost their strangle hold. 

“The temples of antiquity have 
something in common with the mo- 
tion-picture house that is eventually 
te come, once more uniting all the 
fine arts. Celebrated composers 
will vie with great playwrights in 
furnishing the music for such per- 
formances. The ancient arenas, 
the middle-age pageants, and much 
that was noblest on the old stare 
will pass as a legitimate heritare to 
the screen. For mighty millions 
of humanity hunger for the manna 
of dramatic art, and cannot sulaist 
always on the adulterations of the 
present market, 

“The motion-pictures, the most 
far-reaching and democratic of the 
arts, wae cradled In cheap vaude- 
ville shows, and has survived child- 
heed tn the hands of mountebanks 
and frenzied financiers. Photo- 
dramas are still fabricated along 
the lines of the canning business 
sardines, and tomatoes—-although 
much progress hee been made.” 
CAPITAL OF THE FILM WORLD. 

Mr. Warle continued: “Now that 
picture people are beginning to pur- 
chase permanent homes and to set- 
tle definitely in Los Angeles, much 
of the restleseness that has charac- 
terized the industry its diminishing. 
The crowded «cvarters of the East 
are exchanged for epacious grounds 
out here. and. curiously enough. the 
outdoor life hae much improved tie 
humor as well as the health of the 
newcomers. This, too. is going to

“It is to the press and the press 
critic that art lovers must look for 
salvation. Oniy when fine achieve- 
ments are recognized and praised 
by the daily newspapers and by 
weekly and month!iy publications of 
repute will the public learn to In- 
sist upon the best in pictutes, for 
the critic is the unelected spokes- 
man, prophet and leader of the peo- 
mie. Judging by the language and 
ideas some of these critics reveal, I 
have a sneaking suspicion that many 
of them would prefer a gaudy 
chromo to a freeco by Rotticelli. an 
etching by Rembrandt or Whistler, 
or a painting bw Velasquez. 
FRENZIED FINANCE. ‘ 
“The picture people are the most 
reckless and ‘nconsistent spenders 
of this century. They will pay 


$5000 cheerfully for a worthless 
scenario to which an advertisement- 
inflated name ts attached. They will 
squander $20,000 with proclaimed 
Riee on a set which has neither dis- 
tinction nor beauty and which 
counts for little In the final make- 
up of the preduction. They will 
pay a $1009 a week with ecstasy 
to a ‘star’ who is neither an actress 
nor pretty. 

“A year ago one of the biggest 
companies was paying $2.50 per 
painted title oackground, 59 cents 
of which went as graft to the head 
of the department who handed out 
the job. I waa called in to advise 
the producer why his art effects 
were so miserable. Did they imagine 
that they were paying an outrageous 


frice, for art’s sake?

magazines pay $300 and $500 for 
one cover desten. and far more for 
a big artist's name.

Charles Fails, studio manager for 
Lewis Stone in the eight produc- 
tions to be made

was manager for the famous 
Madison Square stock company in 
its palmy days in New York, served 
in a similar capacity for Augustin 
Daly in his , heyday, “handled” 
Richard Mansfield, Francis Wilson, 
Maxine Elliott and many other stars, 
and had rare opportunities to study 
the eccentricities of thespian genius. 

‘Temperament (so called) in 
actors.” he saiq the other day, “ts 
in some cases the geniuine ebul- 
Iition of the peculiar nature that 
’makes a good actor; in other cases 
it ia often a mere pose—a delibrate

, playing of a part out of season. 
Mansfield was genuine in his fits of | 


temper. He would become absolutely 
obsessed by a role. When he played 
‘Jekyll and Hyde’ and was in the 
character of the frothing Hyde, he 
was virtually a crazy man. He 
would snap at those around hom 
back stage. 

“T have seen Mansfield so lost 
In a tragic role that he would go 
stamping and raving, after leaving 
the wings, all the way to his room 
where he would have to be shaken 
out of his hypnotic state by his 
dresser. I have had women stars 
in my charge become so nervously 
overwrought that they would sink 
to the stage in hysterical paroxysms. 

“In some cases these faults have 
the merits of virtues. I mean that 
certain artists, because they have 
such highly strung nervous organ- 
lames, are able to throw them with- 
out reserve into parts they pay. But 
again certain artists prove that lack 
of balance and self-command 
don't necessarily make for his- 
trionic fire and the propulsion that 
gets over with force. 

“IT have never seen an actor who 
could reach the dramatic heights 
like Lewis Stone, whom David Belas- 
co has rightly called one of our 
very greatest players, and at every 
step still possess the poise, self-con- 
trol and courteous consideration for 
everyone around him, that he does. 
He plays a mental tempest with the 
same conviction that he portrays 
cold villainy or the gentle spirit of 
a wooing lover; but the moment 
he is off stage he is the self-pos- 
sessed, even-tempered. polished 
gentieman whose emotions never 
seem to have left an even plane. 

“Which goes to prove.” concluded 
Mr. Faia. “that temperament is at 
least not a necessary part-of an 
actor’s equipment. And where it is 
not a spurious imitation bern of 
conceit and selfish unconcern for 
the rights of others, perhaps it is 
a weakness of character that tis 
outshone at times by the flashes of 
genius that have made its victims 
great in spite of it.”

LONDON, April 5.—-I made a 
brief visit to Paris to try to 
find out at (first hand what is 
going on behind athe acenes. My 
best informant was your distin- 
gvished correspondent, Dr. Dillon, 
who was seated in his rooms at tye 
Hotel Vendome, surrounded by 
rewspapers in Russian, Polish, Ger- 
man and Spanish, all of which this 
polygiot can read. In touch with 
innumerable confidentia! correspond- 
ents in all parts of Europe, he 
spends the day receiving visits from 
representatives of all countries, who 
seek hig unequaled knowledge and 
experience and beg the support of 
hie powerful pen for their views. 
He shared peste that wave of 
depression which I found sweeping 
universally over Paris, which runs 
faster and more filriously in Pari* 
than even in London. Indeed, |! 
found a curious contrast between the 
two cities. London was thinking of 
the overhanging tragedy of the com- 
plete arrest of all industrial and so- 
cial life by a triple strike, walle 
Paris, apparently free for the mo- 
ment of labor troubles, was moved 
tc ite depths by the various aspects 
of the international situation. When 
the Bolshevist triumph in Hungary 
came as a climax to other unex- 
pected disasters, everybody, rushing 
for a scapegoat, settled on the 


extraordinary delay of the Peace 
Conference. It should have fixed, 
everybody said, terms on Germany 


while she still] lay staggered and 
helpless and brought distracted 
rope that restoration to normal con- 
ditions, especially norma) food con- 
ditions, which alone could stop Bol- 
shevism. 

From thie it ts but a emall sep 
to President Wilson as mainly. re- 
sponsible for the intolerably tragical 
delay by pushing forward >the 
League of Nations as the first busi- 
ness of the Peace Conference, but 
these accusations must not be taken 
too seriously. Behind such an ace 
curation lay that \tendency among 
extreme French nationalist circ‘es, 
represented by such strongly jingo 
papers as the Echo de Paris, to crit!- 
cise impatiently and angrily any op- 
position to the demands of I’rance 
for security against another German 
attack, such as the separation of the 
left bank of the Rhine from the Ger- 
man nation. 

TWO OPPOSITE IDEALS. 


The truth is that behind these and 
other still pending disputes there 
really stand two opposite ideals and 
for ts of the future of Burope. 
One “ideal looks to Germany, fero- 
cious, unscrupulous, ambitious as of 
ola. just backing for a leap before 
making a future more terrible war. 
The other ideal forecast is that of 
Germany converted by the horrors, 
asufierings and crimes bound up with 
the departed Hohenzollerns and 
rmilitarist domination and under 
really democratic institutions, ready 
to live and let live. The first ideal 
wants Germany to be handcuffed 
and strait-jacketed; the second ideal 
wants such a peace as Germany may 
regard fair and not inspiring tnat 
spirit of revenge through Alsace- 
Lorraine's seizure which made 
France so deadly and patient an 
enemy. 

In the meantime Germany's cause 
is not helped by some revival of the 
ol4 bad spirit such as the enthu- 
s‘astic reception of Gen. Ludendorff, 
which @mbodies the spirit of the 
‘worst old militarism and defiant re- 
fusal to comply with the terms of 
the armistice admitting the trans- 
port of Polish troops from France 
to Poland through Danzig. It is 
common ground with everybody that 
a strong, impregnable Poland is now 
the chief, if not the only defense 
for Western Europe against another 
German attack and the spread of 
Bolshevism. 

Returning home, I found events 
had been moving pretty rapidly in 
England, and the House of Com- 
mons, which even the short dls- 
tance between Parle and London 
makes strangely remote, had been 
doing some remarkable’ things. 
Winston Churchill had another ora- 
torical triumph in defending the ad- 
ministration from the terrific cam- 
paign organized by Lord Northcliffe 
against the creation of the gigantic 
motor depot at the smal) town of 
Slough, and advanced himself once 
more to the unquestionable position | 
of the administration's most power- 
ful debater im the absence of Lioyd 
George. The motor depot project 
had received a serious blow the 
previous evening by a vote in the 
House of Lords demanding an in- 
quiry by a committee. In the midat 
of his triumph Mr. Churchill de- 
manded a vote of confidence from 
the House of Commons, which 
would have been impotent and fool- 
ish in the face of the administra- 
tion’s acceptance of the committee 
in the House of Lords. The strange 
spectacie was then seen of Lord 
Hugh Cecil, a most inflexible Tory, 
and Joseph Deviin, a most belli- 
werent Nationalist, joining together 
in criticism of this bad break, and 
both together succeeded in compe!- 
ling the withdrawak, of Mr. Church- 
ill's imprudent JenTand. 


DEFEAT FOR CARSON. 


Another incident which again was 
turned to profit by the smal! Irish 
party was the overwhelming defeat 
of Carson and the Orange section on 
a bill introducing proportional rep- 
resentation in Irish local elections. 
The history of this proposal is a 
curious example of what big things 
flow from smal! causes. The election 
for the muncipality of the smal) Irish 
town of Sligo was the scene of the first

home rulers now.” 

This astounding declaration from 
such a quarter is followed by the 
vehement demand that the Irish 
question be promptiy settied and 
a government policy imposed on 
Ireland without expecting Irishmen 
entirely to agree among them 
selv The Times meantime con- 
tinues to admit to ite columns dally 
long letters from al! parties discus- 
sing home rule..

High Wages Bound to Keep 


up Cost of Most Things, 


Arthur Letts Discusses the 
Psychology of Business. 


Labor will not Yield the Pay 
Standard Set by War. 


BY OLIVE GRAY. 

“When are prices coming down?’ 
The question meets us at every turn. 
Instead of asking one another, why 
not put the question to one who 
knows—if there be anyone who does 
know. Let's ask Mr. Letts. 

Arthur Letts has the far-seeing eye 
of the mercantile mind, the far- 
sight and the foresight which fore- 
casts events and plans in advance to 
meet them. This quality has made 
Mr. Letts prominent in the buying 
and selling world, in the world of 
retail merchandise. 

“When are prices coming down, 
Mr. Letts?’ 1 asked. 

“When will labor bé willing to 
have wages lowered?” was the coun- 
ter-question. 

“Never at all, I suppose,” I 
plied. 

“Never at all, then, would be the 
answer as to prices; for the cost of 
labor is fundamental to the final 
price of merchandise. This is, *thow- 
ever, scarcely the final answer to 
your question. As a matter of fact. 
careful readjustment must take place 
in relation to both wages and prod- 
ucts, before business resumes its nor- 
mal attitude. War demands and war 
wages cannot at once be returned 
to the basis of pre-war times. The 


re- 


| man who is receiving a high price 


for his day’s work is reluctant to 
take anything less. He would rather 
receive more, even though he pays 
it all out in the higher cost of liv- 
ing. And since the day's work is at 
the bottom of the cost of production 
of raw material—day's work in the 
cotton fields, in the grain fields, in 
the raising of sheep and wool, in the 
chemicals producing dyes and 
bleaches; and since again the day's 
work is fundamental in the manu- 
facture of all fabrics, and all gar- 
ments; in shoes and in millinery, we 
must again reply that so long as la- 
bor is unwiJling to diminish its prof- 
its so long will prices of products 
remain high.’ 


WAR'S EFFECTS REMAIN. 
“But the war being ended, many 


unyielding 

“That's one point in the problem- 
The war is not ended. It is not: end- 
ed, in so far as effects are con- 
cerned. The war is not ended finan- 
cially. It is not ended commercially; 
for our own country and many for- 
eign countries are still on a war ba- 
sis in respect to market conditions. 

“The enormous amount of indebt- 
edness at the close of the war, and 
the great expense of running the 
government since the signing of the 
armistice, have practically extended 
war conditions of finance to the pres- 
ent day. Our government and the 
xovernments of other nations have 
cone all in their power to bring 
about the readjustment of business 
in a gradual, conservative manner. 
Our own country has accomplished 
wonders in producing, within a few 
years, laborers skilled in unaccus- 
tomed work. 

“The products of our looms—silks, 
cottons, woolens—have taken a 
place made vacant by the warring 
nations, and in an incredibly short 
period have attained an excellence 
formerly deemed impossible to any 
but the older countries. High wages 
have been the inducement to pro- 
duce such unprecedented results; 
and labor skilled thus will not be 
willing to recede in its earnings.” 

MUST BE GRADUAL. 

“You think, then, that lower prices 
are not to be in effect at all?” 

“I do not say that. But, except 
upon such commodities as were 
raised to unwarranted heights by ac- 
tual war conditions, the reduction 
will be gradual, and perhaps there 
will not be a time when some prod- 
ucts will go back to pre-war prices. 
This is true in the nature of things. 

“The entire status of our country 
has been changed. Lands upon which 
some of our raw materials are pro- 
duced have a greater value than be- 
fore the war, All overhead expenses 
have increased. Every item entering 
indo the manufacture of goods has 
been added to in cost. It will take 
time and much careful thought to 
bring about about reductions in all 
these lines, without causing a gen- 
eral disturbance. 

“All these thinges must be thought 
out. Truly expert knowledge and wis- 
dom must be brought to bear upon 
a situation so complicated as our 
present industrial one, in order that 
results best for not only today and 
for tomorrow, but for the future 
years, may be brought about. Con- 
servative action ig necessary rather 
than any snapshot movement. 

“This is truly a case where ‘haste 
makes waste.’ Not only must the re- 
sources of the retail purchaser——the 
final consumer—be considered, but 
labor’s resources—the capital of la- 


bor—and the capital of the em- 
ployer—-which is a co-worker with 
labor in producing, must also be 


given careful tending. Having raised 
up skilled workmen to create these 
articles which we for years bought 
from foreign countries, we cannot 
fail in the reward promised, tacitly 
at least, to these experts. Dyers, 
weavers, producers of silk and cot- 
ton fabrics, have been as much a 


of the highly-paid fields of labor arety 


Have Ingeniously Skinned His Ceuntrymen. 


MEXICO CITY, April 5.—For the 
time being it is “Deutschland unter 


Alles” In Mexico, as in Cuba. How 
long this state of subjection will 
continue is a matter for better 


guessers than Iam, but I fancy that 
recovery would be quicker here but 
for the conduct of the late German 
Minister, Senor H. von Eckardt, who 
skinned his fellow Germans in the 
interest of Gott und Kaiser in the 
most ingenious maner. 

The story, as it comes to me from 
three different sources, is too good 
nat to tell, especially as its varia- 
tions agree in most details. It is, 
therefore, a composite, in which I 
have taken $10,000,000 as a com- 
promise in financial estimates, by 
striking an average. 

The German prospered here dur- 
ing the war. There is no doubt of 
that. He knew in advance here. as 
well as in New York, just about 
when the United States would get 
in, and prepared as he well knew 
how, by laying in large supplies of 
American goods, converting what- 
ever accounts were held against 
Americans into metallic currency. 
and arranging for a series of “cloak” 
consignees to whom shipments of 
American goods could be sent, even 
after the declaration of war: or. if 
necessary, transferring nominal 
control of his affairs to some ap- 
parently loyal ally or neutral. 

Mexicans, for reasons to be told 
elsewhere, were tolerant. .In many 
cases friendship has been cultivated 
with Americans. Onlv the British 
and French were really to be feared. 
he thought. It looked like gbod 
business. It was good business. 

IT WAS GOOD BUSINESS. 

Many Germans. from other parts 
of Spanish-America flocked into 
Mexico at a time when, had Von 
Eickardt’s foolish schemes succeed- 
ed, ft might have been possible to 
divert Unele Sam's attention from 
a war 3000 miles away to something 
unpleasant a little nearer home. 
There was much running to and fro. 
Distruasting the banke. and having 
complete confidence in each other, ' 
the wandering Huns fellowed their 
custom. of depositing money with 
some good German house ‘which 
would take care of it for them. and 
pay 5&5 per cent. for the privilece. 

Mark how the Hun commercfal 
morale was affected by war. Mex- 
ico, before accomplishing the impos- 
sible feat of establishing metallic 
currency, had seen a great variety 
of paper issues, some of which were 
almost worth their weight in cop- 
per, and some only fit to be ground 
up and made over into news print. 
German business men, not in one 
instance, but in many, having 
taken hard*« money on deposit, de- 
livered an equal face valuation In 
depreciated paper with their no- 
taries, to be paid the depositor on 


demand. It was legitimate. It was 
good business. It increased their 
hoard for active trading To the 


disordered commercial German mind 
it looked like what the Yankees 
would have called a “smart trick” 
in the days when Connecticut was 
famous for wooden nutmegs. 

PROPAGANDA WAS EXPENSIVE. 

But propaganda was an expentive 
luxurv in Mexico, as elsewhere. 
Publications and orators who had 
been bought had to be pald for re- 
peatedly, or they would not stay 
bought. Herr Von Eckardt, having 
tnken Gen. Carranza to the top of 
the mountain, and shown him the 
fair lands to the north which should 
be Mexico's, if he would but fall 
down and worship. and having 
failed to convince—Herr Von_ Eck- 
ardt, having demonstrated to Jap- | 
anese diplomacy how easy it would 
be to capture the Philippines, bom- 
bard San Francisco, and Herr Von 
ickardt. wilv diplomat, shrewd fi- 
nancier, loyal servant of the All 
Highest himself. turned to the equal- 
lw-so-loval-German colony in Mex- 
ico City. 

These rascals, needful for propa- 
ganda, refused to be paid in paper 
or promises. They demanded gold. 
Therefore Herr von Eckardt asked 
for gold, and offered drafts on 
Berlin in exchange! 

He got the money! 
Most of these drafts were about 
valuable as the Mexican de-

GERMAN IMPUDENCE, 


More than a month ago a deputa- 
tion of representative German 
citizens called at the American 
Embassy, where they explained to 
Mr. Fletcher that. now the war is 
over, it was the duty of the United 
States to destroy its blacklists and 
to thus permit them to resume the 
agencies for American goods. 

The American colony in Mexico 
City was aghast at this impudence, 
but took no action. Even the re- 
port that the Germans went to 
their club after calling on Mr. 
Fletcher, toasted the Kaiser and 
sang their dear old gongs about 
“Mutterlieb” and the ‘“Vaterland,” 
failed to excite them. By this time 
some—not all—or the American 
colony here know the Germans 
pretty well. 

In the last few weeks, anticipat- 
ing that Mr. Fletcher must be favor- 
ably impressed and that Washington 
would immediately lift the regstric- 
tions of the Trading with the Enemy 
Act, German business men have been 
advising their Mexican clients to de- 


fer anv purchases for a short time,] 


when they would have a fresh stock 
of American goods and would give 
them better terms than could be ob- 
tained from the Americans them- 
selves. 

HAVE AMERICAN GOODS. 


As a matter of fact, by one means 
or another, most of the German bus- 
inea@ houses have managed to main- 
tain full lines of American goods 
up to this time and to sell on long 
credits at advancing prices. What 
more they expect is not clear, but 
they expect something. 

muet not be supposed that, 
while Americans have taken no pro- 
tective measures, they are unaware 
of what is gotng on. 

At the last meeting of the Amer!t- 
tan Chamber of Commerce in this 
city ©®ne member suggested that a 
letter be drawn up to be issued in 
ciréwiar form to American § manu- 
facturers, urging them not to give 
their agencies to Germans for 
several years, unless it was found 
smpossible to obtain an agent of 
Allied nationality. 

Opposition developed. A group of 
Americans in the chamber were of 
the opinion that if German agents 
could sell American goods better 
than Americans, it was to the ad- 
Vantage of the United States to let 
them do so. The possibility of sub- 
stituting German goods the mo- 
ment they conld be brought in, al- 
though that is beyond question part 
of the German scheme here, never 
seems to have occurred to these 
gentlemen. 

NO COMPETITION. 


The proposed letter wags referred, 
therefore, to a committee. with in- 
structions toe report at a meeting to 
be held the latter part of _ this 
month Whether German aid is 
necessary to’‘the sale of American 
roods at a time when no German 
goods can reach this market may 
be decided by the manufacturers of 
the United States, but it will be in- 
teresting to know how the Americans 
here feel about it. For the pres- 
ent. at least, the American manu- 
facturer need fear no competition 
from Germany, and, he may. even 
with his reluctance to adopt the svye- 
tem of ecredite worked out with 
equal results here bv the British and 


'French, manage to hold his own for 


two years more. 

After that? 

Well, after that, he will probably 
find the market in which he has 
every natural advantage closed to 
him through failure on hi« part to 
utilize the finest opportunity for ex- 
pansion ever presented to a manu- 
facturing and trading people. 

If American business men really 
wish to retain their present position 
their liking for “cash with order” 
transactions must be overcome. 
Spanish America will do business up- 
7, such terms upon compulsion 
only.

council, including the appointment 
of the committees to investigate 
particular matters, shall be regulated 
by the bedy of delegates or the 
executive counc!! and may be de- 
cided *by a ‘majority of the State’ 
represented at the meeting.’ Wheth- 
er fixing the vote necessary for ac- 
tion by a given body.is a matter of 
procedure is doubtful. This is not 
importan as already stated, be- 
cause wherever effective action isto 
be taken by elther body the neces- 
sary vote is definitely stated. 


DISARMAMENT PROVISION. 


Passing the provision as to the 
permanent secretariat of the league, 
mere administrative detail, and 
coming to a discussion of the sep- 
arate powers, the first for considera- 
tion is Article VIII, dealing with dis- 
arment. Its first pagagraph pro- 
vides: 

The high contracting parties rec- 
ognize the principle that the main- 
tenance of peace will require the 
reduction of national armaments to 
the lowest point consistent with 
national safety and the enforcement 
by common action of international 
obligations, having special regard to 
the geographical situation and cir- 
cumstances of each state; and the 
executive council] shall formulate 
pians for effecting such reduction. 
The executive council shall also de- 
termine for the consideration and 
action of the several governments 
what military equipment and arma- 
ment is fair and reasonable in pro- 
portion to the scale of forces lald 
Gown in the programme of disarma- 
ment, and these limits, when 
adopted, shall not be exceeded with- 
out the permission of the executive 
council. 

Here it is clear that the council 
has merely the power to recommend 
a certain programme, and until such 
recommendation is adopted by the 
several governments (i. e., by each 
nation) it has no operative force. No 
nation surrenders anything by con- 
ferring the simple power of recom- 
mendation upon the council. Each 
may adopt or reject the recom- 
mendation or ratify it conditionally 
or with amendments as it chooses. 

If the States, however, adopt the 
programme, then they Ddind them- 
Selves not to exceed the scale of 
armament laid down therein with- 
out the permission of the executive 
council. No nation will, of course, 
ever adopt unconditionally such 
a programme until it can feel as- 
sured that it is not subjecting ft- 
self to‘ any risk by doing #o. Atl! 
this does not in any degree, however, 
lessen the significance of this article. 
It is the beginning of a great move- 
ment to end rivalry between na- 
tions in building up excessive and 
threatening armaments, and through 
the work of the league and the con- 
stant agitation of the subject, sub- 
stantial results will in time unques- 
tionably be obtained. 

The objection to this article, on 
eonatitutional grounds, is baseless. 
The treaty-making power of the 
Federal government embraces the 
fight to deal with foreign nations 
with respect to all matters which 
have been commonly the subject of 
treaties. There are several in- 
stances where the United States has 
made treaties upon subjects similar 
to this. and the authority to make 
them has never been questioned. 
The Rush-Bagot agreement of 1817 
is an exact precedent. There, the 
United States and England agreed 
that the “naval force to be main-

FEivery treaty is to the ex- 
tent of the obligation assumed 
thereunder a limitation upon the ex- 
ercise of power by the rovernments 
making it. The cetermination of the 
queation of the wiedom and policy of 
aubfecting themselves to such a lim- 
itation by the respective nations is 
the exercise of their sovereignty. 

Tt ie thue evident that the only 
question arising under this provision 
as to disarmament is whether it Is 
wise to institute a movement for 
disarmament and to make the effort 
to, bring ell great nations to some 
common agreement upon the enb- 

. This ia all that Article VITT 
Goes. Tt ta Atfficnuit to concetve how 
there can be anv difference of opin- 
fon about it when correctly under- 
stood. 

POWER ONLY ADVISORY. 

In the second paragraph of Article 
VITI there ts a decie¥ation to the 
effect “that the manufecture by 
private enterprises of munitions and 
implements of war lends itself to 
grave objection,” ete. This is purely 
deciaratory and imposes no absolute 
obligation upon any nation to take 
any specific action. To the council 

given fo power to do anything 
except advise how the evil effects 
of such manufacture can be pre- 
vented. Action upon such advice is 
left entirely to each nation. 

The last paragraph of the article 
contains another pledge on the part 
of the high contracting parties, viz.: 
“In no way to concer! from each 
other the condition of such of their 
industries as are capable of being 
adapted to warlike purposes or the 
scale of their armaments, and agree 
that there shall be full and frank 
interchange of information as to 
their military and naval pro- 
gramme.” This is an obligation as- 
sumed by the individual nations, but 
no power to take any action is con- 
ferred upon either body of the 
league. There is no reasonable ob- 
jection to such a provision. 

Article IX provides for a commis- 
sion “to advise the league on the 
execution of the provisions of Ar- 
ticle VTTT, and on military and naval 
questions generally.” Here again 
only authority to advise is given. 

TERRITORIAL INTEGRITY. 


Article X contains one of the 
basic principles of the league. It 
says, “the high contracting parties 
undertake to respect and preserve 
ar against external aggression the 
territorial integrity and existing 
political Independence of all States. 
members of the league. In case of 
any such aggression, or in case of 
any threat or danger of such aggres- 
sion, the executive council! shal! ad- 
Vise upon the means by which the 
obligation shall be fulfilled.” This 
is an absolute obligation upon the 
part of each of the parties to the 
covenant. The United States, should 
it ratify the constitution, would 
pledge itseif to give effect to this 
obligation by all means within its 
power. But, it ia an undertaking 
by the indfvidual nations; no power 
is conferred upon either body of 
the league, to decide when or how 
the obligation shall be discharged 
Each nation decides these questions 
for itself. The duty is imposed upon

THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 

Tt has been said, and justly so, 
that the effect of Article X is to ex- 
tend the Monroe Doctrine thorough- 
out the world. Its effect undoubted- 
ly is to bind European nations to 
respect and maintain the Monroe 
Doctrine. In other words, it im- 
poses an obligation upon al! nations 
parties to the covenant to do exactly 
the same thing with respect to each 
other that America undertook to do 
by the announcement of the Monroe 
Doctrine. 

Objection ig made that such an 


undertaking is a violation of the 
traditional, policy of the United 
States to dvoid entangling alliances 


with European nations. But surely 
no One with any appreciation of the 
character of Washington or any of 
the great men who aided in the es- 
tablishment of that policy will be- 
Neve that they Intended it to prevent 
this country from joining a com- 
mon agreement to maintain the 
peace of the world. They never 
could have dreamed that their pol- 
icy would be tortured tn such a way 
as to isolate this government and 
render it impossible for it to aid in 
effecting the great moral purpose 
contemplated by this leagua. 

For America to remain out of any 
reasonable proposal for such a pur- 
pose would be in truth a shameful 
shirking of its moral responsibil- 
ities. One who can believe after 
the events of the last four and a half 
years that America is not concerned 
with the international relations of 
European nations is impervious to 
all knowledge. 

The pledge is limited to protec- 
tion against “external aggression.” 
and the objection that it would pre- 
vent any colony or any part of any 
country party to the league from 
becoming independent is utterly 
groundless. 

Article XI, containing only a dec- 
laration to the effect that the peace 
ef the world is a matter of interest 
to the league, and imposing no ob- 
ligation on the parties, may be 
passed without comment. 

PREVENTION OF WAR. 

Articles XII to XVII, inclusive, 
contain, with the exception of Ar- 
ticle X, the most important provi- 
sions in the instrument. 

Before examining in detail] these 
articles, a general statement of 
what they accomplish will serve to 
make easier an understanding of 
them. They are intended to prevent 
the recurrence of an outbreak of 
war such as that in August. 1914. 
The opinion is widely held that if 
sufficient pressure could have been 
brought upon Avstria and Germany 
te compel a deliberate discuasion of 
the Serbian crisis, war would not 
have followed. The purpose of these 
five articles is to compel such a 
deliberate discussion. 

This’ appears from an examina- 
tion of the five articles mentioned. 
Article XII says: 

The high contracting parties agree 
that should disputes arise between 
them which cannot be adjusted by 
the ordinary processes of diplomacy,

MONTEREY (Mex.) April 1.—An 
analysis of the statement of the Fed- 
eral Treasury Department of Mex-; 


| to, recently issued, covering the 
fiseal and calendar year of 1918, both 
being the same, brings to light 


some interesting facts. It shows that 
the total government receipts for 
the year were $149,141,373.65, which 
was made up of the following items: 

Import duties, $90,874,698.08: ex- 
port duties, $37,637,908.43; refining, 
assaying and coining bullion, $4765,- 
073.43; postoffice profits, $4,375,- 
073.43; telegraph profits, $3.841.- 
853.26; consular receipts, intervened 
real estate and other sources, $11,- 
$26,178.65. 

For the first two months of the 
current year the receipts have 
showed a marked increase over those 
of the previous one, owing to the 
inauguration of various new taxes. 
It is believed that the total for the 
Present year will reach upward of 
$200,000,000. 

The largest receipts before in the 
history of the country were in the 
fiscal year 1911-12, when the total 
was $105,203,086. 

An interesting feature of national 
finance is the recent sudden increase 
in the market value of the “infaisi- 
fleable’ paper currency, the only 
bills of which any' considerable 
quantity is still in the hands of the 
public. These were issued in 1916 
by the government at an established 
Valuation of 20 cents (Mexican) on 
the dollar, or 10 cents American. 
For a long time after the resum p- 
tion of specie payments they were 
practically valueless, selling, when 
Bales were made, at less than 1 ceurt 
on the dollar. For some time up to 
a month ago, they were sold at leas 
than 2 cents, but during the past 
month they are quoted at 7 cents. 
Many had been holding them in ex- 
pectation of a rise, and have reaped 
large profits.

That the Kaiser's ezotism leads 
him to regard all state resources as 
his personal property even to the 
point of using state funds for his 
personal use, will presently be 
shown.

army's honor and success to his 
grandfather.” who was dead 100 
days. 

That the “Hohenzollerns took their 
crown from God's altar.” and that 
“they are responsible to no one but 
the Almighty” — how often dia I 
hear this storv in the imperial 
household from the lips of the 
Kaiser, the Kaiserin, and all the 
Princes and kin—even the servants 
believed it and the mass of the Ger- 
man people. How easy would be 
its denial upon proofs smoldering in 
roval Prussian archives. 

The only really new thing tn the 
early Coblenz utterances is the 
statement that the Kaiser's grand- 
father was “born a king. God's 
chosen tnstrument.” while as a mat- 
ter of fact, the first William's king- 
ship depended upon his predeces- 
sor’s inability to have an heir. 

The mad Frederick William died 
without issue, and “Grapeshot Billy.” 
as William I was atyled by his lov- 
ing Prussians then, mounted the 
throne. 


Prince Henry a Ficurchead. | 
As for Prince Henry's famous Kiel 
speech (this is the same Prince 


Henry who came to America on a 
propaganda junket and was feted 
end dined by American society) the 
criticisms, upbraiding the amiable, 
but stupid Henrv for what he said 
are as little justified as would be 
condemnation of the phonograph 
for a false note sung into one of Mr. 
Edison's machines by a dime-mu- 
seum tenor. 

I know His Royal Highness well, 
and this very knowledge convinces 
me that the expression “the evan- 
gelilum of Your Majesty's sacred 
person” did not originate with him. 
“Sacred person,” the way, is a 
phrase that occurs frequently in the 
records of the descendants of the 
mad Juana of Spain, the Roman- 
German Emperors Charies V and 
Rudolph II. Indeed, an anecdote 
dealing with the latter says that he 
once admonished his physician, who 
was trying to locate the imperial 
patient's stomach under the quilt, by 
the thundering words: “Stop, there's 
the holy Roman belly.” 

To return to Prince Henry (who 
buncoed American society,) he has 
never originated anything. A care- 
less, unlettered youth, he spent his 
first years of manhood as riotously 
as hie slender allowance permitte. 
To save him from himself, he was 
married, at the age of 26, to ais 
cousin Irene, an amiable woman of 
domestic habits, but without an 
ounce of esprit. “Henry's father,” 
the late Princess of Hohenlohe once 
said, “was just such a man, but for- 
tunately he had a wife that prodded 
him on and forced him to acquire 
at least a semblance of interest in 
literature and the fine arts.” 

German “kultur” was the world's 
most colossal fraud. There was no 
culture in the imperial family—the 
Hohenzollerns were and are gross, 
vulgar and depraved. 

As to the relations between the 
royal brothers, they were never 
hearty and frequently strained. 
Princess Irene and my mistress dis- 
liked each other, and the men took 
their wives’ parts. As a subordinate 
officer, however, His Royal High- 
ness always did his very utmost 1.0 
please the Emperor. 

While in the family circle the 
Kaiser was generally spoken of as 
“big brother,” “big cousin,” and so 
forth, Henry never falled to desig- 
nate and address him as “Lord of 
the Sea.” or “High Admiral.” He 
consulted him about the merest de- 
taile concerning his command, and 
professed to be thoroughly happy 
only when the Kaiser approved his 
conduct as a naval officer.

The Lese Majeste Humbug. 
Here follows a story told by Gen.

San 
Franciseo has voted $8,800,000 
bonds for her civic center. This 
was in addition to’thher holdings at 
the present site, consisting of about 
The total area 
in the site is over 1,600,000 square 
feet. Of the buildings now com- 
pleted or provided for, the City Hall 
cost $3.500,000; the auditorium, 
$1,300,000: library, $1,150,000, and 
the State building, $1,400,000. 
total cost of all land will be about 
$6,000,000 and all the buildings and 
improvements will amount to $11,-

One of the richest women in the 
world and the richest actress is the 
title to which Nell Shipman "ay 
lay claim when she comes into the 
heritage to which she becomes 
heiress through the recent death of 
her father, Arnold Foster Shipman, 
the estate to come from her grand- 
mother. Mrs. Alfred Garratt Foster- 
Barham, who is in feeble health, ts 
83 years of age, and resides in Mary- 
count, Bridgewater. England. Full 
details concerning Mies Snipman’s 
inheritance have just been learned. 
The estate ie valued at a little less 
than 1,000,000 pounds steriing, oF 
about $56,000,000: It will be di- 
vided between Miss Shipman and 
her brother. Maurice Shipman, whe 
at present is ill In a New York gov- 
ernment hospital as the result of a 


wound received in Vrance while he 
was a member of the Ameriéan 
forces. The estate at present is held 
in trust by Mrs. Garratt Foster- 
Barham and Thomas Foster-Bar- 
ham, a cousin of Miss Shipman’s. 
Recent information and develop- 
ments have put Nell Shipman im 
possession of papers and documents 
which establish the fact that there 
are no direct heirs to the big estate 
exeept herself and her brother. and 
the network of laws governing the 
passing of estates in England in- 
sures the fact of her inheritance. 
According to information just re- 
ceived by Miss Shipman, and shown 


by the documents in ber hands, the 


estate consists of country proper- 
‘ties, and of business and 
dbiecks ih Birmingham and Man- 
chester. 

In an interview with Miss Ship- 
man, when she spent a couple of 
hours in town the other day. of 
her way to San Francisco, she stated 
that the inheritance of the fortune 
would not prevent her going on 
with her work, but would merely 
offer her greater opportunities te 
pursue her profession. Bither Miss 
Shipman or her brother. Maurice, 
who is reported as improving rapid- 


The Foster-Barham family 
famous one in English history. the 
Barham family having been promi- 
nent not only In the English 
and navy. but also in the world of 
art and letters. Thomas Foster- 
Barham, born in 1766. was the ale 
thor of the sacred cantata, “Elijah* 
and of other works of a reli ‘wus 
nature... Rev. Richard Harrts Gar- 
ham was a famous ndéveliet of his 
time, who, under the pen name of 
Thomas Ingoldsby. wrote the In- 
goldsby legends. Mary Garratt Fos- 
ter-Barham was married to the dis- 
tinguished novelist, Sir Walter Be- 
sant. The founder of the family, 
according to records compiled by 
Alkman Henryson Foster-Barham 
in 1897. wae Sir Thomas Foster-Bar- 
ham of Adderstone Hall, who tived 
in the time of Henry VIII, and whe 
married Dorothy. daughter of Lord 
Ogle. During the Mte world war, 
His Majesty's battleship “Barham” 
was named after the family for their 
loyalty to the crown and Nell Ship- 
man's cousins served through the 
war in the capacity of officers: while, 
going yet further back, Capt. Joba 
Carsiake. son of Mary Foster-Par- 
ham. was an officer on the battle- 
ship Victory with Nelson in the bat- 
the of Trafalgar. 

Miss Shipman not only t a pie- 
ture star of world-wide fame, but 
she has written several books, prin- 
cipally on Alaska and the West In- 
dies. in both which places she has 
spent much time. Two years age 
Mies Shipman made a trip to the 
West Indies and wrote a story con- 
cerning the aventures of the pirates 
of the Spanish Main. end it has been 
her ambition to make a picture in 
that country. It seems likely now 
that she will be able to carry out 
her fondest dreams.

William Allen Cunningham elected 
fo live and die as a pauper at the 
Rlockleyvy almehouse rather than 
part with his art treasures, which 


went under the hammer at the Phil- 
adeiphia Art Galleries for the hene- 
fit of his estate, to be inherited by 
a cousin, Mrs. R. B. Murphy, of Vir- 
ginia. 

Few of the art devotees at the 
sale had the slightest inkling of the 
tragedy whore final chapter was be- 
ing writtén before their eves. None 
knew, either, that so great had been 
the obsession of the man who had 
owned the pictures that he became 
a trifle demented over them: to such 
an extent, indeed. that he believed 
his collection worth milloins.and re- 
fused to sell for the prices which 
ether art lovers had offered for -a 
choltce Rembrandt. or a Reynolds or 
a Vandyck, or a Corot. 

Mr. Cunningham, the last of his 
family, was born here. He had been 
splendidly educated and was left a 
substantial fortune. He traveled ex- 
tensively in Europe and other coun- 
tries, finally settling in England 
After he met with reverses he re- 
turned to this country.

It might have been that archi- 
tects of the seventeenth century had 
twentieth century ideas when the 
workmanship on St. Paul's Cathedral 
in London was being done. The 
people of Britain are beginning to 
believe modern contractors’ nethuds 
were pursued in much of the work 


done on the famous edifice at the 
time Sir Christopher Wren worked 
out the plans of the structure. The 
investigation of those repairing the 
decaying portions of the church gave 
evidence that “shoddy” material 
crept In and what seems to have been 
‘solid workmanship and huge stones 
are turning out to be mere sieils 


struction of the cathedral has been | 
going on, and as the work progresses 
British architects, «who at fret 
thought the gradual sinking of the 
structure due to the enormous 
weight of the dome, are becinning 
to shake their heeds and look back 
through the available history to find 
just who was working on the edifice 
during the forty years Sir Christo- 
pher's eye watched its construction. 
The Londorm Times has this to say 
of the recent findings: 
CAPITALS ONLY POOR COPIES. | 
“Another discovery was the ‘act 
that a great’ many of the carved 
capitals were not the originals, but 
poor copies insecurely fixed with 
cramps, dowels and lead. In many 
instances so badly had they been 
fixed that they fell off on the slight- 
est attempt to examine them. Al- 
though there is no evidence to’ prove 
otherwise, we may assume that they 
are of later date than of Wren's 
building. No work of such descrip- 
tlon would have passed by Wren. 
When the full weight of the dome 
came on the piers it caused serious 
shattering of the stone walling. 
“The core of the rubble filling 
ie not of uniform quality A great 
deal of mortar was made with a lime 
made from burning chalk lime or 
shells. Considering the genius of 
Wren and particularly his «ptitude 
for chemistry one is lost In wonder 
that he should have used such poor 
cement since he was always lnuding 
the ‘fine Roman manner’ an! meant 
himeelf ‘to build for eternity.” 
“That he was imposed on bv some 
of his contractors is quite lHkely. 
We know there were eight or aine, 


that the piers were bullt on setoffs; 
that ie. the masonry was reduced in 
area as the building gained height. 
The foundations are set on a bed of 
very hard clay, and consist of two 
layers of stone, each two feet thick.” 

Concern as to the durability of the 
cathedral has been manifested for 
many years. Huge fissures it, the 
walls have been repaired often, and 
in 1913 the work of permanent re- 
conetruction of the piers was be 


un. 
Of the site of St. Paul's the 
tory of Britain may be written from 
before she was known as a nation, 
but the present structure is only two 
centuries old.

WOMEN LEGISLATORS 
OF UTAH ARE ACTIVE. 


DO EXCEIAENT WORK IN COM- 
MITTEES, BUT FARE POOR- 
LY WITH BILIA.

SALT LAKE CITY (Utah) April 
&.—Women members of the Utah 
Legislature had much Success with 
measures they were, to an extent, re- 
sponsible for at the thirteenth bi- 
ennial Legislature, ad- 
fourned. ipdividually, however, 
their billie did not fare so well. As 
members of committees on health 
and education the work of the wom- 
en legislators at the most recent 
session may be considered success- 
ful. 

Four women occupied seats in the 
Sestion just passed. Mrs. Elizabeth 
Hayward of Sal Lake was a mem- 
ber of the Senate. The other three, 
Mrs. Delora Wilkins Blakely. Mrs. 
Anna T. Piercey and Dr. Grace 
Stratton Airey. were members of 
the House of Representatives. Wom- 
en in the Utah Legislature are not 
&@ novelty, how@er, for Utah has lone 
been a suffrage State, and the wom- 
@n have had representation -—ever 
since suffrage was granted. 

Mrs. Hayward introduced a num- 
ber of bills in the Senate, but the 
measure upon which she worked 
consistently — providing an eight- 
hour day for women — was killed 
She was sueccess- 
ful in having passed and signed by 
the Governor, however, a bil! plac- 
fing the matter of the employment 
of children uwnder the State Indus- 


trial Commission, instead of the Ju-! 


venile Court. Mra. Hayward also 


was responsible for a joint resolu- 
tion, authorizing the Governor to 
appoint a committee to consider a 
suitable memorial to be presented 
to Utah's soldiers and sailors. The 
resolution memorializing Congress to 
pass the Susan B. Anthony suffrage 
amendment to the national Consti- 
tution, which was passed, was of- 
fered by Mrs. Hayward. 

Mrs. Piercey’s principal bill, pro- 
viding for a minimum wage for 
women and minors, met defeat. A 
measure providing for hours of em- 
ployment of women in certain classes 
of work, became law, however, and 
credit for this measure is due to Mrs. 
Piercey. A similar measure, intro- 
duced in the Senate by Mrs. Hay- 
ward, was lost because, it was said, 
it was too genera! in its terms. Mrs. 
Piercey also was responsible for a 
measure for the benefit of returned 
soldiers and sajlors—a memorial to 
Congress asking that necessary steps 
be taken to retain the preferentia) 
right of soldiers and sailors on the 
= of eligibles in the civil service 


Mre. D. W. Blakely. another 
member of the lower house, was the 
author of severa] bills, two of the 


important ones being killed. A 
measure providing for support of 
widowed, dependent mothers, of 


which she was the author, became 
law, however. 

Dr. Airey, who has served in for- 
mer Legislatures, was prominent in 
committee work, but bills of which 
she wes the author did not fare 
well, three more or less important 
measures of hers being killed, one 
through an “error.” a clerk failing 
to include the enacting clause when 
engrossing the bill, which had 
been passed. It provided for the 
establishment of a home for fallen 
women.

GETTING READY FOR 
THE PEALS OF PEACE. 


It is good to hear that the two old 
firms of bellifounders—the one in 
Whitechapel, with its record of 360 
years, and the other in Lough- 


borough—whose craftsmanship is 
mainly responsible for the. music of 
Britain's steeples, are full of work 
in preparation for the peals of 
peace. 

Our bells are one of the Home- 
land's endearing links. Although 
we hear much s0und of bells in 
other countries the art of change- 
ringing is confined to Britain. Only 
here do bands of skilled ringers 
who carry in their heade the science 
and sequence of thousands of 
changes rung to one method or en- 
other. and in thefr hearts an intense 
love of bells, go from steeple to 
steeple in their leleure-time for the 
sheer joy of ringing. 

The war thinned the parties of 
ringers, and in many of our 
churches memortal services are be- 
ing held for the fallen. Very early 
in the fighting women took the place 
of men in some of our belfries—not 
to ring ae the ringer knows the art, 
but to pull the bell# for service. 
There is a Ladies’ Guild of Change 
Ringers, however, and just before 
the war. ringing was the chosen 
hobby of an increasing number of 
women.

I wovwAl 
do this for say, 1000 feet, that's 


about one-fifth of the lengtl. of the 
whole island. This should be done 
on whichever side the strate of the 
rock dips down, to help throw the 
reck away from the cliff into the 
sea. 
“Next a few emall trial biaste in 
the rock itself would show what ex- 
plosive would be best to use. Very 
hard rock requires something witha 
sudden shattering ‘kick’ such as 
nitroglycerine, 75 per cent. gelatine, 
gives. For softer rock you need an 
explosive that gives more ofa ‘push,’ 
like picric acid. Now go back fifty 
feet from the edge of the cliff and 
bore a row of holes thirty to forty 
feet apart, the whole length of your 
thousand feet. Do not drill these 
in a straight line, but ‘stagger’ them, 
as we say, first to the right a little, 
then to the left. 

“To sink these holes, six inches In 
diameter, we use an American well 
drill, which works something on the 
principle of a piledriver, with a 
falling weight, and will drill into 
sandstone about forty feet a day. 
Sink them to ten feet below the sea 


level, and ‘cannon’ them-—that &, 
blow them. out to a diameter of 
about ten or twelve inches. If vou 
etrike water all the better. You'll 
get a better explosion. 

“Charge your holes. Connect 
your batteries. Get far enough 


away. press the button, and a 1000- 
foot siice of Helgoland, fifty feey 
through. will disappear intu§ the 
ocean, shattered to pieces.”

QUEEN IN THE SLUMS. 

While on the subject of royalty, 
t fancy that the most wonderful and 
enduring act that Queen Mary has 
ever accomplished in her very use- 
ful and common-sense life, has been 
her recent progress on foot through 
the slums of London.

Stevens, but who 
Signs herself in private life Stefana 
Brower, that made me think of 
Harriet Beecher Stowe, and other 
authoresses who, in spite of do- 
mestic disaster, have written books 
that have triumphed in their popu- 
lar success. Miss Stevens, or Mrs. 
Drower as I prefer to call her, has 
written some amazinaly vivid and 
remerkable books of life in Oriental 
countries and in Southern Europe.

GRAY WOLF TO PASS 
WITHIN FIVE YEARS.

SALT LAKE CITY, April %8.— 
The gray wolf, responsible for a 
large percentage of cattle and sheep 
losses in the wesiern part of the 
country, will be exterminated in 
Utah within two years, and the 
Western States will be freed of the 
animal within five years, through 
the campaign against predatory ani- 
mais now being conducted by the 
United States Department of Agri- 


culture. Thig is the opinion of Dr. 
A. K. Fisher, in charge of the 
economic tnvestigations of the 


biological survey of the department, 
tag during a recent visit to this 
city. 

Dr. Fisher said there were only 
adout 106 gray wolves teft in Utah. 
He estimated that each such wolf 
destroys $1000 worth of stock an- 
nually. Dr. Fisher says that $94,- 
600 was paid the government for 
hides of predatory animals last 
year, and that the various States re- 
ceived almost a like amount. He 
declared that 44,000,000 worth of 
wool and meat and $10,000,000 
worth of grain and produce were 
saved last year through the killing 
eof predatory animale. 
Sheep and cattle can be turned 
out on the range in places where 
it formerly was impossible before 


the destruction of ‘predatory ani- 
mals by gevernment trappers and 
various boards, accerding to Dr. 


Fisher, and crope are raised with 
profit where it formerly was impos- 
widble because of activity of grain- 
destroying rodents. Pr. Fisher pre- 
dicts an increase in the efficiency in 
this work annually. '

History and Romance in Old 
St. Paul's Church. 


Edifice Erected in New York 
Over 153 Years Ago. 


“Faithful Paul,” the Sacristan 
There Thirty-five Years. 


OCommor in New York Sun.) 

Every day at 12 o'clock you will 
hear if your ear is accurately 
attuned, the thin, sweet sound of a 
bell striking through the clang and 
roar of lower Broadway. There are 
three peals of the bell, close togeth- 
er. Then silence for a breath, then 
three more peals; anothr brief si- 


lence and a third and last triple 
chime. It is the angelus of old St. 
Paul's. 


In the belfry of the 153-year-old 
church stands a small, serious man 
with somber eyes that look beyond 
the immediate and into the dis- 
tances. He is soft footed and-low 
voiced. He wears a small skull cap 
on the crown of his head because 
the hair is thinning there, and a 
church as old as St. Paul's is damp 
and draughty. 

DUBBED HIM “FAITHFUL PAUL.” 


Visitors to the old church ahd its 
cemetery are greeted by him. He 
it is who bids them govod-by. The 
congregation once gave him a purse 
of gold and on that occasion dubbed 
him “Faithful Paul.” Always he is 
the first to reach the chapel and 
the last to leave it. In nearly thirty- 
five years he has never missed a 
service. He has been the deputy 
sexton of what has been called 
Washington's church for that time. 

He Was a@ gay young sailor, with 
a twinkle in his eyes and a song 
on his lips, when he came to his 
post. But the years have stilled the 
song. Even a whistle is unseemly 
in the company of tombstones and 
memories. Paul Schaefer has be- 
come a silent man, and in much 
looking upon death the twinkle has 
gone from his eyes. 

“I was on leave from a revenue 
cutter. Sdmeone asked me if I 
wanted a job. I said, ‘Maybe.’ 1 
came down here to the church and 
was hired, and I've stayed.” 

He has seen much of pomp and 
circumstance in his thirty-five years. 
He saw three Presidents of the 
United States worshiping at the 
same time under the steep. dun 
roof, Harrison, during his term, and 
Hayes and Cleveland as ex-Presi* 
dents. They attended the services 
conducted by Bishop Potter. The 
nation’s head sat, surrounded by his 
Cabinet, in the square pew on the 
tight side of the church, where 
George Washington had bent his 
head in worship. 

FLAGS HUNG,ON THE PEW. 

To the square inclosure with its 
low, browh, plainly cushioned seats 
Pau) Schaefer first leads al! visitors. 
It is distinguished by two flags. 
From one side of the entrance to 
the pew hang silken Stare and 
Stripes. From the other falls in rich 
iolds, the recent gift of the Sons 
of the American Revolution, a ¢cupli- 
cate of the fag which flew from 
Washington's headquarters at Val- 
ley Forge. The flag that braved the 
winds and snows of that winter of 
hardship and courage was like the 
uniforms of the patriots, razged and 
weather stained. But this one 
presents, against a background of 
richest blue silk, the assemblage of 
the thirteen gold six-pointed stars 
that represented the colonies. 

“I remember the service ,well,” 
says Paul Schaefer in the low 
tones that he bas acquired. ‘Presi. 
dgent Harrison came from downtown 
by the same way that Washington 
had taken to the church. The serv- 
ice was to celebrate the hundredth 
anniversary of Washington's inaugu- 
ration. President Harrison and hig 
Cabinet went to the pew where you 
see the flags. Ex-President Hayes 
and ex-President Cleveland sat in 
the front pew on the right. I can 
remember how Bishop Potter talked 
against corruption in politics, He 
said that any man who honestly 
wanted to vote the right way should 
esk himself the question: ‘What 
ballot would the Father of his 
Country have cast if he had been 
here?’ The papers had a lot to say 
about the bishop's sermon. Most of 
them agreed with it.’’ 

Paul remembers. the week of 
ctlebration of the one hundred and 
fortieth anniversary of the opening 
of S8t. George’s—that was the 
church's pre-Revolutionary name— 
when each day rectors from other 
parishes came to deliver addresses 
in celebration of the founding of 
what was not merely “one of the 
New York churches, but a histori- 
cal monument.” 

AN ELM FAMED IN VERSE. 

He can show the spot whereon 
grew one of the fine old elms that 
onee cast their shade over the vil- 
lage of the dead. This particular 
cne was destroyed to make place for 
the new parish house at the foot of 
what is stil) called St. Paul's lot. 

Tt was the elm that inspired the 
poem, “Woodman, Spare that ‘Tree.’ 

Often the deputy sexton on his 
tours of church and grounds re- 
rinds people of the English origin 
of e edifice. Evidence of this te 
in the crownlike canopy of the pul- 
pit, with ite stone version of the 
plumed coat of arms of the then 
Prince of Wales. More evidence is 
in the square pew on the side of 
the church opposite the flag denoted 
Washington's apot of worship, which 
ic still called Gov. Clinton's pew. 
Side by side in the middie of the 
burial place are twin slabs. 

“Two friends were buried here. 
Thev were soldiers.” says Faithful 
Paul. The inecriptions, still clear, 
record that Maj. John Lacas of 
Georgia and Maj. Joe Sumner of 
Massachusetts rest beneath the slabs 
of earth-colored stone. They were 
of the same age, 33. The stone 
bears the couplet: 

“Alike in arma thew ranged the field, 
Alike in courage faced thev death.” 
AN ENGLISH ACTOR'S GRAVE. 

Near the resting place of the two 
young officers ix the shaft erected to 
the memory of the English actor 
who died while on a tour of this 
country. The now nearly effaced 
inscription shows that the monu- 


ment was erecied by E. A. Sothern! 


to mark the grave of his confrere 
of the drama: also that as the ele- 
ments ravaged the stone Edwin 
Rooth had its crumbling checked 
by a process termed restoring. Mere 
checking describes it. for again the 
letters upon the shaft have become 
a puzzle and there is need of 
further restoration 

The Enatish cetor is the only one 
burted in St. Pauls. E. H. Sothern 


and his wife, Julia Marlowe, made’ 


a pilgrimage to the tomb, and the 
reverent and studious element of 
the: stage often go to the cemetery 
and, standing beside Cooke's grave, 
bare their heads and utter a prayer 
or speak of the theatrical glories of 
the past. 


SYSTEM OF MORMONS 
; REDUCES SUICIDES. 


(BY A. CORRESPONDENCE 
SALT LAKE CITY, April &.--In 
the matter of suicides, Utah, in 1915, 
had the lowest rate of any State in 
the Union, according to statistics of 
the State health office. The per- 
centage was 12.7 per 100,000 of 
population. Even this record was, 
bettered in 1916 and 1917, when the 
number per 100,000 population was 
11.8 and 10, respectively. 

Credit for this low suicide rate is 
given in a large degree to the 
“block-teacher” system of the Mor- 
mon church. Utah's population is 
largely Mormon and visits by these 
“teachers” has been found an im- 
portant factor in preventing actions 
due to lonesomeness and lack of 
advisers.

' NEW EPOCH IN INDUSTRY. 


Highway Transport 
in Future 


to Have Large Part 
of Trade. 


BY WARREN 


B. BULLOCK, 


Late Captain Motor Transport Corps, U.S.A. 


Highway transport is the name of 
the new epoch in the American au- | 
tomotive industry. 

The motor treck has come into its 
own, ag a result of the war, and the 
greatest single development of the 
motor industry has marked the 
comparatively few weeks since the 
war ended. 

And back from the American 
army of soldiers is coming a new 
army of highly-trained motor vehicle 
men, chauffeurs, repair men, execu- 
tives, a hundred thousand and more 
of them. Not a single State in the 
Union will fail to feel the thrilj of 
a new life in ite highway develop- 
ment with the return of these disci- 
plined, oftentimes  battie-scarred 
chau ffeur-soldiers. 

The motor truck, with its unlimit- 
ed opportunities for short distence 
and long hauls, has been a demon- 
strated success by Uncle Sam on a 
scale never before possible for any 
single manufacturer or even any 
group of manufacturers. 

The Motor Transport Corps of the 
United States Army operated a 
grand fleet, a fleet of 75,000 and 
more trucks alone, in groups of 
thougands, in emallier units, and as 
single vehicles for miscellaneous de- 
livery. 

With the end of the war there is a 


there were nearly tw that num- 
ber in the Motor neport Corps 
alone. 

At first the men for this corps 
were taken from garages, from taxi 
companies, taken wherever there 
were men to be found who knew 
motor vehicles. The supply of 
trained chauffeurs who could enter 
the army was soon short of the 
needs. Then the American universi- 
tles came into the field. Among the 
first was Purdue University at Val- 
paraiso, Ind. A motor school. Was 
opened there. Various technical mo- 
tor schools, as at Kansas City and 


Pittsburgh, threw their resources in- q 


to training me for the service, and 
when the armistice came, there were 
nine great centers for preliminary 
training of men for this corps ready 
for. establishment west of the Mis- 
sissipp) alone. 

Meanwhile, the training progres- 
sing in some thirty cantonments and 
army camps, was being standardized 
by the Motor Transport Corps head- 
quarters at Washington, where Lrig.- 
Gen. Charles B. Drake had been 
famed as chief of the corps. On 
the other side, Col. Pope, one of the 
early advocates of extensive motor 
military transportation, like Gen. 
Drake, was operating the motor fleet 
on the lines of the French trans- 
port system. In America Gen. Drake 
called together educators and spe-

automobile industry. The war.with 
its breaking down of many phases of 
American business life has in the 
automotive field broadened the in- 
dustry and opened the field to a per- 
spective never before realized. 

The human and m@chanica! ele- 
ments are both affected by this rev- 
olution. When the United States 
went into the war, it was with the 
motor truck as an tnnovation, hard- 
ly beyond the experimenta) field, 
from a military standpoint. Today 
the war has demonstrated the truck 
as a carrier for long and short dis- 
tances, in huge fleets, as a rival of the 
rail transportation, a dangercus ri- 
val for short-haul work. 

In the human side of the revolu- 
tion, ig the return to the industry 
of men trained in the broad field of 
the motor truck as seen in the war,

The universities, 
the farms, the oll fields, the cities 
alike were canvassed for volunteers 
for this service. Rich men’s sons 
were educated with the boys of the 
poor, and then sent across to drive 
trucks hundreds of miles with big 
cargoes of supplies, ta convoy troups 
under fire along the front of the 
fighting armies, and theee are the 
men who are coming back to make 
highway transport the bizgest thing 
in the American § transportation 
werld. When America entered the 
war, the entire army was only about 


100,000 men. When the war ended

A wonderful schedule of educa- 
tion s worked out, with a vehi- 
cle school at Camp Joseph FE. John-

stice terms. 

And the hundre@ thousand Amer!l- 
can trained soldier chauffeurs com- 
ing back to enter, thousands of them, 
the new field of highway transport, 
were thus being welded together in 
the standardized methods of han- 
dling trucks in great fleets as used 
by the French, British and Ameri- 
can armies. To appreciate the vol- 
ume of the truck movement in the 
army, it can be said that in the Brit- 
ish offensive of 1917 on the Aisne 
there were over 5000 trucks in a sin- 
gie formation. 


How these men were trained is 
another story. They are back, to 
get their share In the prosperity and 
progress to be found in the motor 
truck operation field, for large ficet 
owners, a&@ well as for the man who 
runs but a single vehicle. .

OMSK, SIBERIA, Feb. 11.—Disin-

MARY’S LAST LETTER 
IN SCOTTISH MUSSEUM. 


fey Aa. FORBIGN 

LONDON, March 18.—The, Na- 
Art Collection Fund has 
loaned to the Royal Scottish Muse- 
um in Edinburgh, pending its final 
disposition, the last letter of Mary, 
Queen of Scots, addressed to her 
brother-in-law, Henry Ill, of 
France, and written the night be- 
fore her execution. 

This letter was acquired from 
the Morrison collection by a num- 
ber of petsons for presentation to 
the Scottish people. It is in 
perfect state of preservation. and 
a beautiful specimen of calligraphy. 

In the letter. Queen Mary told 
King Henry that having passed 
nearly twenty years in the captivity 
of Queen Elizabeth she had at last 
been condemned to death and had 
been ordered to be executed as a 
criminal at 8 o'clock the following 
morning. She commended her son 
to Henry's care. She signed the 
letter “at two hours after midnight.

Has Opened Highways from the Extreme 
East to Uttermost West. 


Community exploitation ‘and sec- 
tional rivalry have colonized desert 
wastes, built cities and founded na- 
tions. 

Came two brothers to a new land. 
After the manner of man one visions 
his “castle in Spain” beside the sea:

The lines of communi- 
cation are in both these directions 
well established. Looking north we 
find road development under way. 
South—no roads save the almost ' 
forgotten “Old Mormon Trail.” Very | 
well, we must correct this condition. ; 
Just a little over three years ago the 
“heroic feat” of driving an automo- 
bile from Los Angeles to Salt Lake 
over this route was accomplished. 
Last year nearly 3000 autos negoti- 
ated this same journey. Already this 
year Utah has appropriated almost 
two million dollars for the Arrow- 
head Trail from Salt Lake to St. 
George, merely to prepare for an 
eighteen-foot reinforced concrete 
highway later to be built the entire 
length of the State, north and south! 
almost 400 miles. . 

Some accomplishment and some 
undertaking for a political subdivi- 
sion numbering a good dea] less 
than half the population of Southern 
California. Nevada has chipped in 
$290,000 this year for the same high- 
way within the confines of Clark 
county. Arizona legislators, watch- 
ing and believing in the western 
slope of the “Great Divide,” have 
done themselves proud and gone 
on record by voting funds for bridg- 
ing the Colorado River north of 
Kingman and opening a highway to 
St. George, Utah. 

Now comes Blythe, the Imperial 
Valley and San Diego, desiring to be 
included in this regional system of 
highways. 

The men developing these trans- 
port lines are not visionaries, They 
number among the big constructive 
minds of the Western States; and 
realize the coming great work of this 
generation, to-wit: The harnessing 
of the waters of the Colorado River 
from ite source to the Gulf of Cali- 
fornia. 

They have studied and analyzed 
the following figures: First, That the 
Colorado River discharges as high 
as 149,000 second-feet at Yuma, 
Ariz., and as littie as 3000 second- 


feet during the season;

and 25,000 second-feet, which in turn 
meang at least 3,500,000 acres now

The first place to look for fuel 
Westege naturally in the car- 
buretion system.

Don't forget 
the muffler, A clogged muffler ab- 
sorbs a noticeable quantity of pow- 
er. Sometimes a blow with a ham- 
mer on the muffler will serve to 
dislodge the soot and dirt that have 
accumulated in it. For a thorough 
cleansing the part will have to be 
disassembled. 

Another condition that means 
waste of fuel is carbonization of the 
cylinders. Carbon causes pre-ignition, 
which means wasted power and that 
is simply waste of fuel in another 
form. By all meana, keep the cylin- 
Gers clean, Scrape them or have it 
done, if the engine has a detach- 
able head. Have it burned out with 
oxygen, if the head is integral. In 
some cases where an engine is «4 
chronic offender in carbonigation, it 
may be well to have the cylinders 
Cleaned thoroughly. and then in- 
stall some type of water feeding 
device, which will very probably 
kep the carbon down or eliminate it. 

The vaive system also 
to fuel waste, if it ig not in proper 
working order. Be sure that the 
valves are operating correctly and 
have them ground at reasonably fre- 
quent intervals. 

I called attention above to the fact 
that power | is vr another 
form of fuel waste, and I want to 
emphasize this point, which is often 
unrealized by the car owner. If 
gasoline is exploded, but the power 
so made is only partly used, part of 
the value of the fuel is lost.

F. and 
quenched in water. They are then 
reheated again to 1400 d. F. and 
quenched in water. The reason for 
the double quenching is that the 
crankshaft consists of two different 
steels, a high carbon case and a 
low carbon core. The hardening 
temperature for steel varies with 
the carbon content. The lower the 
carbon the higher the hardening 
temperature and the higher the car- 
bon the lower the temperature. The 
high temperature necessary to re- 
fine the low carbon core leaves the 
surface very brittle and not hard 
enough to resist wear, therefore it 
must be quenched again at the 
proper temperature which refines 
the grains of the case. This process 
is called heat treating. 

After heat treating, every § single 
crankshaft is tested for hardness 
with a special testing device called 
the sclerescope. A piece of steel 
of the same analysis as the crank- 
shaft is placed in every box and 
inspected after carburizing by means 
of a high power microscope to de- 
termine the depth of carbon penetra- 
tion and carbon content of case. The 
temperature of the furnace is con- 
trolled by thermo electric pyro- 
meters which indicate and record the 
temperature and time the furnace 
is operated.

ILL-FITTING 


PISTON RINGS. 


Cause of Much of Trouble 
ade by Leakage. 


Engine Performance Better if 
More Time Spent. 


Two or Three Points Need 
Consideration. 


It has been mentioned repeatedly 
in these columns that much of the 
trouble caused by leakage of oil 
and mixture past the piston rings 
was due in the greater number of 
cases to ill-fitting rings than 
the rings themselves. A piston ring 
of.fairly good design poorly fitted is 
as bad as a poor ring. If the re- 
pair shop and the owner would 


spend a little more time and money 
having the proper rings properly fit- 
ted, better engine performance, bet- 
ter economy and freedom from 
many engine troubles would result. 
Without going into the action that

The next step ts to prepare the 
piston for the acceptance of the 


rings. It is essential that two cun- 
ditions exist—the grooves must not 
only be clean, but they must be true. 


cannot possibly be @tted cofrectly. 
The grooves must be true in width 
and depth all around and this re- 
measuring them accurately. 
In some cases the grooves are flied 
to make them true. but an easier 
way is to use a regrooving tool and 
eliminate this uncertainty and trou- 
ble. Regardless of the method used, 
see to it that the grooves are clean 
and true all around. , 
The rings now are taken one at 
a time and fitted into their resp+c- 
tive grooves. Work from the bot- 
tom to the top of the piston. Take 
hold of a ring and place its back end 
in the groove and roll it around. 
This is an initial check to é4eter- 
mine whether the ring will go imto 
the groove. It either fits in one of 
three waye—it is either too wide to 
go into the* groove, so loose that 
play is felt, or it “just Is, 
it may be rolled around and no play 
is felt. The tatter is the best. but 
ring too wide can easily be lapped 


This is done by rubbing the ‘ing 
over an abrasive such as emery cloth 
or emery dust and oil. The abrasive 
ie placed on a level plate and the 
ring carried over it with one hand: 
or a block of wood may be used. 
Lap only a little at a time and after 
each lapping clean the ring care- 
fully in gaaoline., dry it and try it 
in the groove again—backward, as 
before. If it may be rolled around 
with much difficulty it may be 
slipped over the piston into its 
eranee for another tenet.

is almost impossible to get a perfect 
fit without lapping. 


After the bottom ring has been 
fitted it would be a good plan to 
again check the end clearance by 
squeezing the ring as tightly as pos- 
sible in its groove and measuring 
the clearance with a gauge. Then 
fit the next higher —— the same 
way, and so on up to the top. When 
you have fitted a piston move the 
rings around so the ends are not 
in alignment: squirt some oil all 
over the rings and piston side and 
the work is done. 


There are two or three points 
that the owner might consider as 
regards fitting and in retation tothe 
ring themselves. Never stretch a 
ring too much because most rings 
when stretched excessively are so out 
of round they won't fit. Don't try 
to buy the cheapest rings. of 
course it is a dificult thing for the 
owner to be avle to determine a 
good design; but as a matter of 
fact some of the patent rings on the 
market are no better than the or- 
dinary diagonally-split or. step- 
joint rings. In fact, the latter are 
to be preferred to some of the pat- 
ent ones, at any price. On the 
other hand, there are certain patent 
piston rings which are ideal, 
writer having one in mind which 
seems to fulfill every need of such a 
part. 

Readers desiring any assistance 
in the selection of rings should not 
hesitate to write to this department. 

As a last bit of advice, do not 
start any of the work until you. 
have found out all about your par- 
ticular engine. It might have alum- 
inum pistons of a certain type and 
require totally different clearances 
than another engine. The top ring 
in some engines is fitted’ differently 
than. the rest. These are things

no time willl be lost in getting the 
work under way. 

Some of the etretches of this 
road, including ‘from Serra to La- 


gun@ Beach, San Pedro to Redondo, 
Laguna to Balboa and the mouth 
of Topanga Canyon to Malibu ranch, 
are already traversed with a fairly 
good dirt road, but will have to be 
regraded and paved and other por- 
tions of it will have to be rebuilt 
entirely. Where the road runs 
through the Malibu ranch it will 
have to be surveyed also before the 
necessary construction and paving 
can be done. 

Much new construction will be re- 
quired along the coast line from the 
boundary of Los Angeles county 
north through Ventura county to a 
point about seven miles southeast of 
Oxnard. Here it will connect with 
the Ventura county highway. This 
stretch will total about twelve miles. 

Realizing the importance of this 
coad to Southern California, M. 
Bixby, Los Angeles branch manager 
of the B. F. Goodrich Company, haa 
a Goodrich scout car travel over the 
proposed route. Accompanied by a 
photographer, and with the assist- 
ance of R. B. Witman of the Ox- 
nard Board of Trade, the touring 
party obtained a selection of pictures 
of wonderful scenic value as well 
as first-hand information respecting 
the new road. 

Winding around the hills, bluffs 
and along the top of the cliffs, and 
in many places skirting the ocean, 
the party in the Studebaker light 
six, equipped with Goodrich tires, 
traveled almost to Point Magu. 
Horses had to be requisitioned here 
and the journey was continued across 
the hills and cliffs which overhane 
the proposed road in many places. 
For the entire distance up to the 
mouth of Sycamore Canyon the site 
of the future highway was in full 
view 


It is suggested that the 
practical route will require a _ cut 
approximately fifty feet deep 
through the lower portion of Point 
Magu. From there on the road will 
be built along a shelf excavated at 
the base of the cliff which overhangs 
the ocean above tidewater. It may 
be necessary to make a cut through 
one of the points south of Sycamore, 
but this, with the Point Magu cut, 
constitutes, from present indications, 
the only extensive cuts necessary. 

The principal formation along the 
coast is sandstone and slate and may 
be blasted out at a minimum of ex- 
pense and labor. The granite for- 
mation. which is one of the principal! 
to road bullding, is not 
much in evidence along this route, 
and another item of cost will be 
eliminated by the fact that the ex- 
cavated material can be dumped 
over the cliffs instead of paving to 


most 


be carted away. 
Nearly the entire length of the 
road in Ventura county, from the 


int where it leaves the county 
way near Oxnard, is thro 


the Guadalasca ranch, consisting of 
approximately 25,000 acres, owned 
by the Broome estate. 

From the scenic standpoint this 
road traverses one of the most at- 
tractive coast lines on the Pacific. 
The wild and rugged shore from 
Point Magu to beyond Sycamore 
Canyon is unparalleled, and with the 
breakers beating a white, frothy 
line at the very base of the road, 


/and the great overhanging cliffs on 


the shore side, it is doubtful whether 
a more beautiful scenic road exists 
in the world. Innumerable tourists 
will be attracted by this highway to 
the numerous and beautiful camp- 
ing spots along the route. This is 
particularly true of Sycamore Can- 
yon, where live oaks, white oaks 
and sycamore trees afford abundant 
shade and wonderful spots for picnic 
and camping parties. 

Back in the memory of some of 
the old Mexican inhabitants is re- 
called the time when the Magu In- 
dians, after successful hunting ex- 
peditions, held festivals on the 
shore, living on clams and mussels, 
which abound along the coast. Many 
mounds that have been excavated 
have yielded arrowheads, imple- 
ments, pesties for grinding grains in 
stone bowls, mortars and weapons, 
used by the former nomadicstribes 
which ranged the country. 

From a standpoint of utility, the 
quickest possible route between Los 
Angeles 
nished by the new road. The dis- 
tance will be leas than a mile longer 
than via Conejo grade, and, owing 
to the fact that there will be prac- 
tically no grades and no sharp 
curves, fast time can be made. 

As motor truck transportation ts 
coming more and more to the front, 
this phase also affords material for 
consideration. Much of the bean 
and sugar-beet crop of Ventura 
county will be transported over this 
practical commercial highway when 
it is finished. 

The necessity for this road has 
long been apparent, and every per- 
son interested in the improvement 
of our highways ite urged to use 
their influence toward the ratifica- 
tion of the bond issue which will

FOREIGN IDEAS 
USED ON CAR. 


New 1920 Model Shows Many 
Improvements. 


Worked Out by Engineering 
Force During War. 


Return of Peace Admits Their 
Incorporation, 


A close study of the details of the 
new 1920 model Stearns which re- 
cently reached Los Angeles affords 


an interesting revelation of the many 
improvements which the Stearns en- 
gineering forces worked out during 
the period of the war. Though new 
models were impossible to produce 
during this period, many decided en- 
gineering advancements were worked 
out during this time, and the return 
of peace has permitted their Incor- 
poration into the new Stearns model. 

“The design of the frame of the 
, 1920 Steagns furnishes a good exam- 
;ple of this,” said Lynn C. Buxton, 
Stearns distributor, last week. “The 
frame of the new car is eleven inch- 
‘es in depth, making it, I think, the 
deepest frame ever built into an 
American automobile. 

“As a result, a wonderful rigidity 
has beem achieved. It is possible to 
ride over the rougheag roads without 
feeling the slightest ‘give’ to the 
frame. On most cars on rough roads 
if you lay your hand on the edge of 
the body where the door meets the 
body you can feel a certain amount 
of ‘weave’ and ‘give’ between door 
and body, owing to the fact that the 
frame is not perfectly rigid. In the 
new Stearns, however, no matter 
how severe the road shocks, th 
door and body feel as though bot! 
were one piece. 

“Consequently the new cars shoul 
develop far less body squeaks, anc 
‘the entire mechanism of the car 
benefits by the more solid construc- 
tion. This change was made largely 

| upon the advice of the Rolls-Royce 
engineers, who Were present at the 
Stearns factory during the time the 
new cars were being develoved. It 
was the verdict of these foreign en- 
gineers that t weak a frame was 
a most common fault in American 
cars, and led to many various sorts 
| of trouble. 
| “Another change in the new 
| Stearns was borrowed directly from 
Rolls-Royce practice. This was in 
the construction and mounting of 
‘the cantilever rear spring< in the 
Stearns. This type of spring has 
been used for years by Rolls-Royce, 
and as a consequence jhey have 
reached a high degree of perfection 
in its construction. The new Stearns 
spring is wider, and the leaves are 
thinner. The mounting of the rear 
spring makes it practically horizon- 
tal, and as a result of these two 
changes a remarkable riding quality 
has been achieved in the new cars, 
| “There are many other changes in 
these new post-war cars, but these 
are merely typical of the thought 
iond effort and skilled engineering 
yexperience that have been lavished 
upon the new Stearns cars.” 


MAKING A SPRING. 

To make a spring of a given size, 
get a bolt of that size and place it in 
a vise. Secure the end of the spring 
wire to the head of the bolt and 
wind the wire in the threads of the 
bolt. After the desired length of 
epring has been thus made, the bolt 
can be screwed out of the coll and 
this can be stretched to the desired 
leneth.

W duction studies are of value to the in- 

dividual farmer and at the same time 
are helpful in ascertaining the economic 
status of farming as an industry, says the 
report of the committee appointed by the 
Secrétary of Agriculture to consider a plan 
of organization for the office of farm man- 
agement, and outline the fleld of operation, 
and especially methods of procedure in 
making cost-of-production studies. 

The primary purpose of cost-of-production 

studies, says the report, are: 

1. To record the details of the farm 
business for reference. 

2. To give an insight into the elements 
and interrelations of the different 
farm activities. 

3% To furnish information that may en- 
able the farmer to reduce costs, 
or otherwise increase profits. 

4. To make possible a comparison of 
the profitableness of the different 
enterprises and combinations of 
enterprises. 

From the standpoint of the public, cost-of-

600,000 for the entire fiscal year of 1914, | 
the last normal year. The export figure 
for January was $623,000,000, as against a | 
total of $566,000,000 for December, and. 

This 
epochal accomplishment was due to the 
energies of American shipbufiders, who, in 
a little more than a year, have built more 
than double the number of launching wavs 
naow owned by all other nations combined. 

But the need for ships Was never so great 
as it is right now. Organization of farm- 
ers for expansion of export trade will be 
helpless without bottoms. America leads 
all other nations in agriculture, which is 
our greatest industry. California farmers 
have a direct concern in the extension of 
our merchant marine and the widening and 


intensification of our zone of exportation. . 


The Hog Situation. 


A CONSERVATIVE policy with respect 
to increasing the number of swine until 
the relative shortage and high price of feed 
are overcome is the recommendation of the 
United States Department of Agriculture, 
recently made in a statement on American 
agricultural production in 1919, In sum- 
marizing the hog situation the department 
reports that the number of swine fell from 
65,620,000, the high point in 1911, to 58,933, 
000, the low point im 1914; and under the 
stimulus of war demand and a record crop 
in 1917 the number increased to 70,978,000 
on January 1, 1918. Reports indicate that 
the number on farms on January 1, 1919 
was 75,587,000, or am increase of 6.5 per 
cent. 

The number of swine per capita of popt- 
lation in 1911 was 0.679 of one animal. On 
the same basis there should be 72,274,000 
on farms in 1919. 

Exports of pork and pork  roducts fell 
trom 1,678,000,000 pounds in the fiscal year 
1899 to 707,000,000 in 1910, and rose to 
1,692,000,000 in 1918. Although definite data 
are jacking, reports indicate a considerable 
reduction in the number of swine in Eu 
rope. A representative of the Food .Ad- 
ministration reports a reduction of 25 per 
cent. in the United Kingdom, 12% per cent. 
in Italy, and 49 per cent. in France. How- 
ever, in estimating probable demand in Eu- 
rope for American pork products, certain

producing sections outside California, is giv- 
ing shippers uneasiness. 

This backwardness in planting is attrib- 
uted by H. H. Warner, head of the Los An- 
geles office of the bureau, to the present 
comparatively low price of potatoes, the 
cost of labor and seed, and general condi- 
tions all over the country. 

Mr. Warner points out that a preliminary 
survey of potato-raising districts of the 
United States indicates that but 132,000 
acres of “spuds” will be planted this spring, 
as against 223,000 last spring. The Los 
Angeles county potato acreage last year 
Was 7000, but will be only 6000 this year. 
Orange county. will raise about 3000 acres, 
as against 3500 acres last spring. The San 
Fernando Valley acreage will be 2000; it 
wag 3500 last spring. 

THE BARLEY CROP. 

Not until 1899, as far as is known, had 
barley become a crop of more than 100,000,- 
000 bushels in this country. The produc 
tion was then 120,000,000 bushels. This 
quantity was permanently exceeded in 1902 
and thereafter, and by 1914 the crop reached 
195,000,000 bushels. The pressure for food 
apd feed raised the production of 229,000,- 
00 bushels in 1915, but an unfavorable sea- 
son forced it down to 182,000,000 bushels in 
1916. Marked gains followed to 212,000,000 
bushels In 1917 and 256,000,000 bushels in 
1918. For fermented and distilled liquors 
34,000,000 bushels of barley were used in 
the fiscal year 1918. 


SILOS IN UTAH. 
Seven years ago there were only four silos 
in Utah, while last summer the silo census 


showed over 400 of such feeding conven- 
fences on Utah dairy farms. As practically 
all these structures for the housing of

production studies provide the facts which 
give a basis for intelligent judgment upon 
the probable effects of any given legislation 
or other public activity upon the farmer as 
a producer and as a citizen. Cost-of-produc- 


‘tion studies are therefore one of the means 


of providing the basic facts needed by legis- 
lators and price commissions in comparing 
the profits of competing lines of production 
and estimating necessary price. 

Men of ripe experience in various fields 
of agricultural research constituted the 
committee.. They are: H. C. Taylor, agri- 
cultural economics, University of Wiseon- 
sin; Andrew Boss, agronomy and farm man- 
agement, University of Minnesota: J. A. 
Foord, agriculture and farm management, 
Massachusetts Agricultural College: J. L 
Falconer, rural economics, Ohio State Uni- 
versity: R. L. Adams, farm management; 
University of California; G. 1. Christie, as- 
sistant secretary of agriculture; and repre- 
sentatives of the bureau of crop estimates, 
the bureau of markets and the office of farm 
managements of the Department of Agricul- 
ture. 

RECOGNIZED METHODS. 


The committee recognizes three ways of 
obtaining cost data—cost accounting, the 
survey method and the questionnaire sent 
by mail. The accounting method is baséd 
on complete records of all farm work and 
business transactions. Arrangements are 
made with farmers to keep detailed records 
of all operations and transactions in con- 
nection with the farm business. The work 
is supervised by personal visits to the farm. 
tt ts desirable, the committee says, that 
cost accounts be kept to obtain basic data, 
and cumulative results of such work become 
increasingly valuable. be 

By the survey method trained investigat- 
ors obtain the necessary data, some from 
the farmer's books, some from the books of 
persons to whom the farmer sells and from 
whom he buys, some from his bin, silo and 
building capacities, and some from esti- 
mates made by the farmer. One of the ad- 
vantages of this syétem is that records are 
obtained from all classes of farms after the 
close of the farm year, so that, when de- 
sired, areas more representative of normal 
conditions may be chosen. The committee

points out, however, that by the survey 
method it is sometimes difficult to deter- 
mine the amount of general expense and 
miscellaneous labor and the proper basis 
for apportioning such items to different en- 


terprises, and that, unless the investigator 


is thoroughly experienced in the subject he 
is studying, some items of importance are 
Itkely to be omitted. 

Either method, the committee says, is use- 
ful and reliable when the work is carefully 
conducted, but preferably both should be 
used. The detailed cost accounts serve as 
a check on the survey work, which in its 
turn shows the relationship of the farms 
on which cost accounts are kept to the 
average farm. 

The questionnaire sent by mai) can be 
used to advantage in securing supplemen- 
tary data from large numbers of farmers. 
but, in the opinion of the committee, tt 
should cover only a limited number of cost 
items, and the questions should be direct 
and clear. The specific items io be con- 
sidered in cost-of-production studies, the re- 
port continues, will always depend upon the 
enterprise under consideration. When the 
survey method is used it is essential that 
the list be complete enough so that no item 
will be omitted either by the farmer or the 
investigator. When the accounting method 
is used a classification is needed that is 
broad enough to include all charges, but the 
cost items will be developed in the working 
eut of the records, and will vary with the 
enterprise. ‘The following grouping is sug. 
gested: 

FARM-ENTERPRISE COSTS. 

Direct charges to farm-enterprise art- 
counts: 

Labor—Man labor (including labor of 
men, women and children,) animal labor, 
mechanical labor (tractor and truck.) 

Materials—-Crop materials: Seed, fertiliz- 
er, twine, sprays, and stock materials—feed, 
bedding. 

Cash—Selling, insurance, taxes, threshing, 
veterinary, breeding fees. 

Investment—Depreciation of investment 
in live stock, interest on investment in live 
stock. 

Indirect charges to farm-enterprise ac- 
counts: (Consisting of labor, material, cash 
and investment costs that cannot be charged 
as such to enterprise accounts, but which 
may be assembled under definite headings 
and distributed on the basis of use.) 

Use of mechanical equipment—Labor, ma- 
terials, cash and investment charges pertain- 
ing to mechanical equipment. 

Use of buildings (and similar improve- 
ments)—-Labor. materials, cash and invest- 
ment charges pertaining to buildings. 

Use of land and land improvements—La- 
bor, materials, cash and investment charges 
pertaining to land and land improvements. 

Special charges——-Manure, lime, breeding 
males, perennial crops. 

General expenses or overhead—Labor, ma- 
terials, cash and investment charges that 
cannot be charged direct or assembled un- 
der the other indirect cost headings. 


WHERE CROPS CAME FROM. 

To the total crop value of the five years 
1910-14, the geographic divisions contribute 
the following fractions: The North Atlantle 
States (from Maine to Pennsylvania,) 1! 
per cent.; South Atlantic, 15 per cent.: 
North Central, east of the Mississippi River, 
18 per cent.; west North Central, 23 per 
cent.;: total North Central, 41 per cent.:

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THE POSSIBILITIES OF HONEY 
PRODUCTION IN THIS SECTION. 


S ducing possibilities are practically un- 

limited. No region tm the world has 
the number and variety of nectar-producing 
plants. The most important of all is wild 
sage, which is one of the greatest honey- 
producing plants known. It is found every- 
where in the Southland, on the unreclaimed 
level valley stretches, on every mesa and 
hillside, lining remote canyons, and stretch- 
ing up the mountain slopes to a height of 
from 5000 to 7000 feet. 

No honey in the world, not even that far- 
famed honey of Hymettus, excels that pro- 
duced from the nectar of the wild sage of 
California. It is the lightest in color of all 
honeys, is rich and heavy, and possesses 
a flavor preferred-by most connoisseurs to 
all others. In addition to all these mer 
itg, sage honey possesses another, and that 
is freedom from the tendency to granulate, 
which is a highly important consideratiog 
to the honey trade. For this reason, Calli- 
fornia honey is eacerly sought by dealers 
in less-favored States who biend it with 
other honey and thus prevent loss by granu- 
lation. 


There are many Varieties of gage in Cali- 
fornia, @hd though white sage honey is 
rated highest, the fact is that experts de- 
clare that honey from the different varie- 
ties of sage is indistinguishable. So it is 
all marketed under the favored name of 


white sage, though the greater part of it 
is produced from the nectar of black, or but- 
ton, sage. 

Black sage is not found at quite as high 
an altitude as white sage, and its bloom is 
not as attractive, but its flowering season 
is longer and each tiny floweret is literally 
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with nectar. White sage, with its 
long epikes of delicately tinted bloom, loves 
the mountain reaches, though it is also 
found on practically all unreclaimed regions 
south of the Tehachepi. Purple or silver 

sage occurs less frequently, though there is 
much of it on the foothills of both the Santa 
Monica and the San Fernando mountains. 
It usually remaing in bloom somewhat later 
than the other varieties, frequently as late 
as July or August. 

BLOOM SEASON VARIES. 

The sage blooming season varies from 
year .to year with the rainfall and other 
climatic conditions. In some years an 
abundance of bloom is forthcoming as earty 
as February, though March or April is the 
usual time for the sage to put forth its 
spring blossoms. 

While in most years California sage bios- 
soms profusely, in an occasional dry year 
it fails to bloom, and then bee-keepers who 
depend upon it must look elsewhere for the 
necessary supply of nectar. This 
of several reasons why successful aplarists 
are adopting the plan of moving their bees 
from one region to another, as _ the 
abundance or lack of bloom makes advis- 
able, thus following the plan of sheep men, 
who drive their flocks from mountain to 
valley, and of cattlemen, whose range fre-

ALFALFA PRIZED. 

The two cultivated crops of Southern 
Calffornia most valuable for their bloom 
are alfalfa and cotton. Alfalfa, of which 
the State has about three-quarters of a mil- 
lion acres, is especially prised by beekeep- 
ers because of its succession of crops and 
consequent long blooming season. Bees fre- 
quently find sufficient alfalfa blossoms to 
keep them busy from early May until late 
fall. Cotton blossoms have long been rec- 


source of nectar for bees, but it is only in 
recent years that it has figured in the Call- 
fornia beekeeper’s calculations. With an 
enormous acreage planted to cotton in the 
Imperial Valley, another source of honey 
is added to the list. 

A highly important factor in honey pro- 
duction In Southern California is the great 
stretches of deciduous orchards and citrus 
groves, whose nectar-laden blossoms are the 
source of thousands of pounds of honey 
each year, With deciduous fruits, the blow- 
ing season. is comparatively

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WITH POULTRY. 


BY HENRY W. KRUCKESERG. 
Among recent visttors to the poultry ip 
dustry of Southern California, no one has 
called forth a wider interest than Harry M. 
Lamon, chief of the Poultry Division of the 
Bureau of Animal Industry in Washington. 
The Government Experiment ‘Farm at Belte- 
ville, Maryland, has shown a robust develop- 
ment which has been accomplished in & 
practical way under Mr. Lamon, whose work 
has been of real benefit to the poultrymen of 
the United States. Many of the birds at the 
Beltsville station have been shown in some 
of the large shows of the country, in open 
classes, and it has been a surprise to the 
average exhibitor that these very birds have 
been among the very highest egg producers 
at the station although they were typical 
specimens, standard-bred birds. Some valu- 
able feeding experiments have been carried 
off in the past two years. The bulletins is- 
sued are practical and meet the needs of the 
average person. It is Mr. Lamon’s one an 
bition te make his work practical, and at 
the same time to develop standard-bred, 
high-class stock. 

Mr. Lamon was much pleased with the 
situation on the Pacific Coast; he visited 
several plants in and near Los Angeles, and 
was interested in methods and results ob- 
tained by some of our best poultrymen. It 
is his intention to give the Coast more atten- 
tion, and it will be his aim to help the 
Coast poultrymen fn every possible way. Mr. 
Lamon spoke of the high quality of stock 
carried by California breeders; many of 
the flocks he said were the best he had 
seen anywhere in his travels. He expressed 
himself as more than pleased with the work 
being done throughout the country by the 
Extension Force. 


KILL THE LICE 
AND SAVE FEED. 


Tons of valuable chicken feed which poul- 
trymen give to their fowls is wasted. Al 


though it is eaten by the birds, it does not 
go to produce eggs or meat. It is con- 
sumed, in the form of energy or body food, 
by millions of lice which work unseen, in 
many cases, to the poultrymen. Feed is too 
high and meat too scarce to permit this 
waste to go on. To keep birds healthy, to 
utilize to the fullest extent all of the avail- 
able feed, and to produce winter eggs, it 
is necessary to get rid of lice.

The complete eradication of all lice from 
a flock is easy and inexpensive. Dust or 
dip every fowl once with sodium fuoride 
and the lice are banished if lousy chickens 
aré not introduced. About twelve small 
pinches of sodium fluoride are sufficient for 
each fowl if placed in the feathers next to 
the skin. Each different part of the bird 
should be treated; that is, the head, neck, 
back, breast, below vent, wings and tail. 
This so-called “pinch” method of application 
is advised for small flocks. For flocks of 
twenty-five or more the dipping method is 
the best. oose a warm sunny day for 
dipping. Place from seven to ten gallons 
of lukewarm weter in a tub and add three 
level tablespoonfuls of sodium fluoride for 
each gallon. The fowls are held by the 
wings with one hand and lowered beneath 
the water except the head. With the other 
hand the feathers should be ruffled to per 
mit the dip to enter them. Duck the head 
completely under once or twice, followed by 
raising the head and neck feathers with 
the fingers. 

There is absolutely no injury to fowls 
by treatment with sodium fluoride, and by 
dipping, as outlined above, the feathers are 
not wet very much and the birds dry 
quickly. 

One pound of sodium fluoride will treat

Give the fowls a dust bath with Sodium 
Fluoride and rid them of lice and mites. 


100 hens by the “pinch” method, and the 
amount of material used in dipping is con- 
siderably less. The Bureau of Entomology 
of the United States Department of Aert- 
culture has found that with a convenient 
method of catching the chickens 100 fowls 
can be dipped in twenty-five minutes with 
four men working. The dusting is some- 
what slower and there is a slight danger of 
missing certain portions of the chicken 
through carelessness and this allowing a 
few lice to escape destruction. 


ESSENTIALS IN FEEDING. 

Feeding consists of either grains and dry 
mashes, or grains and wet mashes, both to 
be supplemented with plenty of green stuf 
in variety, «some animal foods and a con- 
tinuous and bountiful supply of pure fresh 
water. To enlarge on these basic opera- 
tions, the additional factors are grit and 
oyster shell, plemy of exercise and régular 
feeding hours. ‘Generally speaking a hen 
will consume from three to four ounces of 
food per day, or five to elght pounds per 
month, which will aggregate from sixty 
to eighty pounds per year. On this basis the 
daily consumption of feed for 100 hens will 
run from about twenty to twenty-five pounds. 
It is estimated that a fowl on limited range 
consumes from two or three pounds of oyster 
shell in a year. The “knowing ones” esti- 
mate that she will consume about six peunds 
of skim milk per month. In the way of wa- 
ter, the amount is variable, much depending 
on the weather; but it constitutes a consi¢ 
erable item; hence the tmportance of a 
bountiful supply. Wholesome feeding and 
congenial ¢uvironment, where the birds will 
be quiet and contented, is the open sesame 
to profits in poultry keeping.

If a stocky, hardy tree is desired, one that 
wil] fruit early, mulch thickly, irrigate often 
but very stintingly, keep the tree healthy but 
promote as little wood growth as possible. 
Such a tree will fruit a year earlier and 
withstand one or two degrees more of cold, 
but will not make a show tree for the first 
few years. 


Not only should the prospective grower 
buy the best varieties but he should see that 
the young trees are properly balled and hard- 
ened in the lath house before delivery, Year- 
old avocado stock should have a ball %f from 
fifty to seventy-five pounds. Nearly all nur- 
serymen now grow their trees in the open 
field. Trees grown in pots, cans or boxes are 
not satisfactory, and it is a mistake to start 
seeds in pots and flats. About 90 per cent. 
of all pot and box grown trees have" curled 
roots. Nearly 40 per cent. of the trees 
budded onto root stock started in pots and 
flats are in the same condition. A tree 
starjed on such a root stock will grow for a 
year ortwo, then, having consumed all the 
nourishment within reach of its roots and 
being unable to reach out into the surround- 
~ soll, it stops growing for a few years and 

jes. 

When possible the buds from which the 
nursery stock is grown should be taken from 
fruiting trees that have proten themselves 
true to the best qualities of that especial va- 
riety. The more generations of proven trees 
behind the bud, the more valuable the bud, 
and the more liable it is to come true. A 
bud off the “original” tree, more especially 
if a seedling, is the poorest bud of all. 

Few avocado growers protect against the 
frost, and heat is considered without remedy. 
A yucca covering around the trunk of the 
young tree, fitted close to the ground and 
as high as possible, will often save the trunk 
although the top be frozen. This covering 
does not keep the trunk from being frozen 
but protects it from the sun until it thaws 
out. Such a trunk cut off and well waxed 
will soon grow a new top. Whitewash with 
a little grease and salt added will protect 
against sunburn. Dissolve salt In the water 
used for making whitewash: too much salt 
will cause the lime to grain and not stick. 

I have my orchard of bearing trees under 
an overhead system of irrigation. It has 
been in Service for almost two years and has 
more than fulfilled my expectations. I use 
it to control both heat and cold, as well as 
for irrigation purposes. With a temperature 
in the orchard of 100 or more, by use of the 
spray, in twenty minutes, it drops to 88 or 90 
deg. With a temperature of 25 and 26 all

In the semi-arid highlands of Guatemala the 
Indians produce fruit of a single variety 
throughout the year by careful handing of 
irrigation. 

The question of varieties is of the greatest 
importance to the avocado planter Within 
the last few years a number of varieties once 
highly touted have passed on their way to 
oblivion. Others, I believe, are due to frl- 
low; some, 1 am sure, have tarried too long. 
It is my personal belief, baséd on long ex- 
perience in avocado growing, preceded by 
many years of actual residence in Central 
America, that out of Guatemala wil] come 
the avocado of the future. No thin or sem}? 
thin skinned varieties can ever compet® 
with the Gdatemalan in shipping quaéjejes, 
although many of them do have a rich, spicy 
favor. I think the Guatemalan is aleo des- 
tined to replace the Mexican thick-skinned 
jtypes, with which it is sometimes con- 
fused. 

Each day the future of the avocado looks 
brighter as we gradually get in order the 
knowledge gained from experience. Never 
has the interest in the avocado Veen keener 
than today. Avocado culture is now going 
through the formative period, but the pos- 
sible outcdme is so great, the future so fas- 
cinating, that there never has been a single 
deserter from among the true believers 
in this wonderful fruit. 


SWEET POTATO NOW 
RIVAL OF IRISH. 


More sweet potatoes are being consumed 
In the United States than in past years, and 
the crop of sweets last year made them a 
formidable rival to the Irish potato. 

Sweet potatoes can be grown under’ a 
wide range of conditions for home use, and 
the sandy loams of California are well 
adapted to their culture. But when grown 
commercially, consideration should be given 
to the storage, transportation and market 
situation. Unless the crop is properly cured 
and stored it will decay rapidly, but they 
may be held for months with success. The 
crop is propagated by plants produced by 
sprouting sweet potatoes In hot-beds con- 
taining very sandy soil, or in cold frames 
in the warmer valleys, and transplanted to 
rows in the field or garden.

FOR GROWING OF ALFALFA SEED. 


MPERIAL.—With alfalfa seed at 
| 25 to 50 cents a pound, the attention of 

many growers in the Imperial and 
Coachella valleys is turning to the possibility 
of growing it for seed instead of a forage 
crop. In both these localities there exists 
the first essential of success, an absolute 
control of moisture corditions. 


The alfalfa plant, though itself adapted to 
a very wide range of conditions, is very par- 
ticular as to what conditions must be pres- 
ent in order to make it produce a satisfac- 
tory seed crop. And the methods used are 
radically different from those in vogue when 
a forage crop is desired. For the latter a 
thick heavy stand is the end to be obtained, 
but good seed production can be secured 
only by means of a thin stand. * 

Almost any observant alfalfa grower must 
have noticed how detached alfalfa plants 
growing alone in a fence corner are covered 
with a lusty growth of blossoms and seed 
pods, while the alfalfa plants in the neigh- 
boring field would have at most one or two 
blossoms. This‘is an indication of the con- 
ditions that must be secured if good results 
ate 40 be obtained in seed production. The 
plants must be far enough apart on the 
ground so that each plant can develop with- 
out interference on the part of its neighbor. 
tn this way each plant will present a hemt- 
spherical mass of blossom to the sunlight. 
An ordinary alfalfa field which, owing to its 


- thin stand, would not be considered a great 


ses 


success as a forage crop, will often show 
three or four times the number of blossoms 
borne by a neighboring field where the stand 
is thick and where the blossoms can exist 
only on the tops of the plants.

summer fallowing and the soil should be 
well firmed by thorough rolling. In Kansas 
and Nebraska, from which a great part of 
our alfalfa seed comes, the best results have 
been obtained by sowing the seed in rows 
about three feet to forty-two inches apart. 
An ordinafy grain drill with shoes eight 
inches apart is used, four out of every five 
holes being stopped up. When the plants 
are grown to their full height they will av- 
erage about a foot apart in the rows. They 
must, however, be considerably closer than 
this at first as many of tke Mants may suc 
cumb to unfavorable conditions. Satisfac- 
tory results in the use of tne grain drill in 
seeding alfalfa have been obtained by so 
regulating the drill that it would sow twelve 
pounds of-seed to the acre if all the holes 
were in operation. With only one of the 
holes out of five open, about two and a half 
pounds of seed will be sown per acre. It is 
sometimes found difficult to make the drill 
seed the alfalfa slowly enough, but this dif- 
ficulty is generally overcome by mixing corn 
chop with the alfalfa seed. 

The moist seed bed, which should be pro- 
vided for the best growth of the alfalfa seed 
plant, is, of course, an ideal eondition for the 
growth of weeds and inter-row cultivation 
is necessary even the first season to hold 
the weeds in check. A cultivator provided 
with narrow shovels and fenders attached 
should be used in order not to cover up the 
young plant. The row should not be ridged 
up. The stand is thicker the first season 
as some of the plants are destroyed by culti- 
‘vation and summer drought and the begin- 
ning of the second season they average 
about four to a foot. These are then reduced 
by thinning with a hoe until the plants are 
about a foot apart. 

AVOID TOO MUCH WATER. 

If there is much water present in the soil 
by irrigation or otherwise at the time the 
seed is supposed to be setting, failure is al- 
most certain. It has been found by success- 
ful growers of seed that it is necessary to 
have a period of relative drought at this 
time; otherwise the succeeding crop of 
stems will come on quickly and develop at 
the expense of the seed crop. Cutting off 
the water at this time renders the basal 
shoots unable to shoot up and as a result the 
small amount of water available in the soil 


is used by the seed crop instead. In other 
words the plant runs to seed instead of 
stock. 


This peculiar requirement of the alfalfa 
seed plant—a limited amount of water at 
the time the seed is setting—is a condition 
that can be met with complete success only 
in districts where there is little rain fall and 
moisture conditions are controlled by irrt- 
gation. Up at Chinook, Mont. a few years 
ago the ground was so dry that the alfalfa 
hay crop was considered hardly worth cut- 
ting. A few farmers in the district let the 
crop stand for seed and jhe result was that 
in many cases enough seed was sold to more 
than pay for the ground on which the alfalfa 
was growing. Ih many localities in Cali- 
fornia there is ample water for irrigation 
purposes only up to the middle of summer. 
These sections are well adapted to the pro- 
duction of alfalfa seed as the relative short- 
age of water after July 1 is just what the seed 
alfalfa plant needs for its best development. 
In this way alfalfa fields may bring in a good 
revenue in spite of the shortage of water, 
whereas, if hay alone or other forage crops 
were to be grown, the yield would be small. 

In supplying water to a seed alfalfa field 
which has been cut, the idea is to give it 
just enough water to enable it to make a 
good but not too rapid a growth up to the 
blooming period. The fleoding system from 
ditches or the check system of irrigation fs 
not ideal for an alfalfa seed field as even 
with the best of care and leveling certain 
portions of the field are sure to receive too 
much water. The best method of irrigation 
has been found to be by shallow furrows 
across the rows, as this admits of a rapid 
and light irrigation and permits the water 
to be controlled with a much greater de- 
gree of certainty. 

HARVESTING THE CROP. 


Harvesting the crop presents some dell- 
cate problems. If the alfalfa plant ripened 
all ite seed at once, as does wheat or corn, 
it would not be difficult to determine just 
when the seed crop should be harvested, but 
the seed pods never ripen with absolute uni 
formity and the cutting must be done at a 
period wihren the greatest number of pods 
are in condition. The rule generally fol 
lowed is to cut when about two-thirds of the 
seed pods are brown in color. 

There are numerous devices for cutting 
the seed crop, but the underlying principle 
jis to get it nm bunches and thresh with as 
Tittle handling and consequent shattering 
as possible. The best plan is to use a mow- 
ing machine with a dropping attachment or 
a self-rake rea Many seed growers make 
it a rule to cut the alfalfa while the dew 


is still on in the morning and get f in 


shape to weave om the Geld a8 soon Pes. 


sible to asvoid shatterinea. When the seed 
crop is ripe most of the leaves have fallen 
and the stems are dry and it is possible to 
put.the alfalfa imto cocks very soon after 
cutting. lf a self-rake reaper is used the 
bunches can be readily placed out of the 
way of the horses and machines. In sec 
tions where it is desirable to leave the cocks 
standing for any length of time and where 
there is a possibility of rain, heavy muslin 
covers are used, furnished with -weights at 
each corner, but in dry sections, as in many 
parts of California, where there is no dan- 
ger of rain, the alfalfa is cut with a header 
leaving it in windrows across the field to be 
removed a week or two after harvest. In 
many sections an ordinary grain binder 
is used for harvesting with the binder attach- 
ment removed. Seed alfalfa plants can be 
threshed in an ordinary thresher but this 
|method is far inferior to some of the alfalfa 
or clover hullers now on the market. 


Before placing the seed on the market it 
ig necessary that it be thoroughly cleaned, 
removing the light seed and the weed seed 
by means of a fanning mill. Prime alfalfa 
seed is a light yellow color with a slightly 
greenish tint. Seed which is a dead brown 
color is usually low in vitality. 


The yield of alfalfa seed varies from two 
to twenty bushels to the acre. In the dis- 
tricts where most of the seed is produced 
a yield of two bushels per acre is considered 
necessary to pay expenses. Practically all 
of our alfalfa seed is now. raised west of 
the Mississippi. With the complete control 
of moisture condition that prevails in the 
irrigated sections of California and the free- 
dom from heavy rains, the growing of alfalfa 
seed at present prices offers an opportunity 
which every arid land farmer should inves 
tigate. There is no doubt that in time the 
arid region of the West will become the 
principal source of seed alfalfa in this coun- 
try and give in addition a probable surplus 
to _ favorably situated portions of the 
world.

MPERIAL.—Among recent visitors to the

This is a remarkable showing and indl- 
cates that the conditions now are very far 
from those of a few years ago. when st one 
time it seemed probable that the» @isease 
would wipe out the entire industry In this 
section. This result, however, is ne acct 
dent, but the result of a long struggle by 
the hog raisers and veterinaries in the val- 
ley. Five years ago there was hardly an 
owner but had some cases and it was noth- 
ing unusual for ranchers to lose whole 
herds. During the last two years the wide. 
spread use of the vaccines and the serums 
has completely changed this condition. 


Owing to certain peculiar ciima dl- 
tions here, namely. the intensely t sum- 


COONEY. 
mers and the cool, dry winters, hog raising 
in the valley presents some features not 
manifest elsewhere. For one thing the 
‘simultaneous” method of inoculation is 
now in use here to the exclusion of any 
other. It was found that the use of the 
serum alone gave only “passive” or tempo- 
rary immunity, but that the simultaneous 
injection of both the serum and the vaccine 
produces permanent immunity against the 
disease. In handling sows in this climate 
great care must be taken that they are 
bred at such times as will bring their lit- 
ters in cool weather, generally in the 
months of April and September. The hich 
temperatures of the summer months are 
often fatal to sucking pigs. 

Most of the hog raisers here figure on 


months. Two months after birth they are 
gradually weaned and then turned out in 
the green Alfalfa fields. This period is the 
most trying in the life of a shote and is 
the period at which they are very susceptt- 
ble to all sorts of ills, owing to the func- 
tional disturbance set up by the change of 
diet involved in weaning. It has grown to 
be the rule here, and the results go far to

One progressive agriculturist, Fred Hd- 
die, manager of the J. W. Reed ranch, has 
introduced an innovation. which promises 
to remove some of the difficulties. Instead 
of turning the young pigs out into the 
fields, he uses the dry alfalfa hay taken 
from a stack, where, by the action of the 
sum and weather, it has been thoroughly 
dehydrated. This is ground to alfalfa meal 
and soaked over night and fed to the young 
pigs in the form of a mash. The stock fed 
by this method are showing a growth fully 
equal to that of those fed by grazing in the 
inclosures. This method has another ad- 
vantage, that it makes available for swine 
a new food supply, which up until the pres- 
ent time was thought unavailable for pigs.

Whether feeding on alfalfa mash or graz- 
ing on growing feed, the diet is supple- 
mented by a small quantity of soaked grain, 
barley or milo maize fed twice a day in the 
morning or the evening. After four months 
of this diet the young pigs are ready for 
the fattening or finishing-off process. They 
are placed in pens and given a liberal diet 
of grain, Egyptian or milo maize or barley. 

The ordinary shote of nine months, after 
two months of fattening, is ready for the 
market and should tip the scales at from 
200 to 235 pounds. A close record hag been 
kept my a number of ranchers of the com- 
parative amount of grain used as fodder 
and the resultant weight of pork on the 
hoof and it has been found that four pounds 
of grain should yield an increase of at 
least a pound of pork. This is a minimum

site to fresh ground or covering up damp 
spots with fresh soil and disinfecting the 
pens with powdered lime. These measures 
have proven very effectual here. 

Even when food and other conditions are 
known.to be right, yet some hog-raisers are 
disappointed at the increase in the weight 
of their hogs at marketing time. In such 


cases the cause can generally be told in 


one word, “Lice.” A prominent veterina- 
rian is credited with the stafement that 
lice are responsible for more failures to 
make money ip hogs than any other rea- 
son. It is sheer waste of feed and money 
to try to get an adequate amount of fat on 
a lousy hog. As the average hog, while 
undergoing the fattening process, spends 
from twelve to sixteen hours out of the 
twenty-four in sleep, it will be seen that 
he needs not only food and planty of it, 
but an abundance of rest, and even a few 
cooties can be depended on to see that he 
does not get it. 

The means of ridding hogs of lice are so 
simple, sure and inexpensive that it is sur- 
prising more ranchers do not give the sub. 
ject the attention it deserves. The antmals 
can be driven into a tank filled with coal 
tar dip. Eight days later they should be 
sprayed to kill the crop that has developed 
from the nits which the dip did not kill. 
If the herd ts to be kept free, the process 
should be repeated by spraying every two 
weeks. The total cost of the process should 
not average over 4 cents per head. Too 
many ranchers are finding out by the ex- 
pensive method of actual experience that a 
lousy hog will never be a money-maker for 
his owner.

ET FOR FARM BOYS. 


BY ARTHU 


HERE are certain times in the lives of 
all human beings the decisions in 
which largely influence their subsequent 
careers. Those affecting ourselves usually 
come ip our early lives, while those we meet 
after maturity are apt to affect others close- 
ly attached to us. The call to war of thou- 
sands of our young country men who had 
never been away from home before created 
the first psychological change in their lives, 
and now that these same men are~eturning 
to their own homes again there may be pre 
cipitated another vital change which will 
affect not only their lives but the lives of 
their parents and relatives. 


Every farmer who loves his work and 
who bas boys of his own wants to see those 
boys settle down on his own or neighboring 
farms. It is like pulling out heart strings 
to have the young fellows go away to the city 
and take up new ways and a new life, and 
yet many a fine farmer boy, who might ordl- 
narily have stayed close to the land, has 
been driven away because the environment 
surrounding him was not in keeping with his 
plans and hopes. 


At a certain age in life, and this stage 
varies considerably in different types of 
men, we reach.an attitude of mind where 
everything is good enough for us. If we 
have been doing work in a certain old- 
fashioned way, we persist in doing it that 
way even though our circumstances permit, 
of radical changes. Some farmers, starting 
in poverty and obliged to carry on their 
operations with primitive toole and ineffi- 
cient equipment, deliberately choose to £0 
on in the same way long after their bank 
account would allow them to revolutionize 
their ways of work and living. To the older 
folks, whose habits of mind have become 
fixed, it is not a hardship to live simply and 
in the olf-fashioned way, but to the. red- 
blooded, ambitious sons, the failure of their 
parents to change their material conditions 
when it is within their power breeds dissat- 
isfaction and discontent. 


PRIDE IN WORK PAYS. 

To be happy and successful In any work 
one should take a pride in it, and to alert, 
active young Americans such as are de 
veloped in our modern rural communities, it 
is hard to take pride in agricultural work 


carried on in an antiquated way, when the 
boys of a neighboring farm, whose fathers 
are not any wealthier than their own, are 
using modern power machines and equip- 
ment in their work. This is a psychological 
moment that will arise in the lives of many 
of our young farmer boys,-especially those 
coming back from military service, and the 
way it is determined will influence the fu- 
ture life of each of them. 

Whether a boy served in France or only 
cot as far as the nearest training camp, hfs 
experience of life was largely expanded. He 
associated daily with bright young fellows 
of his own age who came from all stations 
and walks of life, and consciously or uncon- 
sciously he was influenced by them. He 
learned how many ways there are in the 
world for doing things in an efficient way. 
and perhaps his army training brought him 
in contact with army tractors or trucks and 
he learned to operate mechanica! things and 
to take care of them. When he returns to 
his home farm, if it is not one of the up-to- 
date kind he is going to realize, perhaps for 
the firat time, how much unnecessary work 
he is required todo, or how easy it would 
be to improve conditions. This will be a 
‘time of danger to the future of that farm if 
the father of thgt boy falls to respond to 
the efforts of his son to adjust working con- 
ditions to conform to the new ideals and 
hopes he has developed. <A harsh, bull- 
headed or uncompromising father at such a 
time is apt to create a breach that will

father and son, even though that father is 
guided by what he thought to be for the best 
of all concerned. 
YOUTH MUST BE DOING. 
Youth, though inexperienced, often has a 


mind superior in judgment and more accu- 
rate in foresight than one of maturer experi- 
ence, and radical changes in methods o! 
farming brought about by clear-headed and 
enthusiastic sons, have succeeded over the 
reluctant consent and pessimistic views of 
the father. This is especially true im the 
case of power farming, for the great ma 
jority of tractors are bought either by young 
men who farm land for themselves or at the 
urgent solicitation of sons of older land own- 
ere. The farmer who has developed and 
paid for his farm by the use of his teams, 
naturally becomes attached to animals apd 
feels that he must depend upon them, and 
even though the size and character of his 
farm might justify the installation of mod- 
erp tractors and farm equipment, he w 
hesitate to make the change unless urged op 
by younger blood. 


In a certain sense agriculture is not com- 
petitive, because modern transportation. 
storage and handling insures a market for 
all of the ordinary crops produced. At the 
same time there is in every community a 
natural competition which is a natural and 
normal expression of the pride and care 
which every producer takes in his work. If 
one farmer can raise better wheat, or a 
larger crop @han his neighbor, he derives « 
certain satisfaction from that fact. Further. 
more, the matter of dollars and cents enter 
largely into the subject for the average cost 
of growing a crop is the same whether the 
return is big or small, and in the face of 
adverse weather or labor conditions the 
farmer who is the best equipped to do his 
work at the right time is apt to be the one 
who will fare better at barvest time. The 
younger generation appreciates this, and 
many a farmer boy has realized the neces- 
sity for installing a tractor and modern farm 
implements long before his father would con- 
sider it necessary, and the wise dad of such 
an enthusiastic power farmer will not turn a 
deaf ear to his son.

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GROWING DEMAND. 


Each and every pure bred bull which re- 
places the undesirable grade or scrub on our 
ranges hastens the day when legislation will 
make it unlawful to use inferior breeding 
stock.

This movement has been a long time com- 
ing but fit Is started now and will gain im- 
petug as the volume of pure-bred importa- 
tions increases, and the practical results 
are demonstrated. 

The receipt of more than one hundred 
head pure-bred Hereford and Shorthorn bulls 
and females in the Los Angeles stock yards 
the other day, therefore, is of more than or- 
dinary interest to stock growers. Not that 
this shipment is the first and only one of 
its kind, for California buys more than 3000 
pure-bred beef bulls outside the State each 
year, in addition to the large number bred 
within our own boundaries. But the fact 
that this lot of cattle is an unusually large 
one, and that the animals were distributed 
to buyers as far north as Sacramento, to the 
Bakersfield district, to the coast and south- 
ern sections, makes it noteworthy. 

This breeding stock is all young and has 
a lifetime of usefulness before it. A great 
many are yearling bull calves which will be 
earefully grown out and acclimated before 
being turned on the range next spring. The 
lope aged yearlings will go into service this 
summer. Some of the best ones are des- 
tined for service in pure bred cow herds, 
and in addition there are some outstanding 
young cows bred to high-priced eastern bulls 
which will furnish the foundation or seed 
stock for breeders who contemplate raising 
their own range sires. 

These cattle were selected by Clifford B. 
Harris of Los Angeles of the firm of Over- 
ton Harris, founder of the model Hereford 
farms of Harris, Mo. one of the largest 
breeding establishments in the world The 
magnitude of this concern can be realized 
by the statement that nearly a million dol- 
lars’ worth of registered Herefords have 
been sold to domestic and foreign buyers 
during the last three years. And this is 
only one of many such concerns in the Mis- 
souri Valley. 

There are upward of fifty breeders of reg- 
istered Shorthorns and Hereford cattle in 
California, but so great is the demand for 
their surplus, that buyers are compelled to 
lock to eastern fielde.for their supply. 

These facts are merely mentioned to ac- 
quaint the reader with the wonderful poss!- 
bilities and future of the beef cattle business. 
in the West. The ultimate consumer figures 
in this meat supply problem just as much 
as the producer. Neither can get along with 
out the other. Each has his own particular 
responsibility to this and succeeding genera- 
tions. UWitimately the use of better bulls on 
our native cows means an tncrease of from 
100 to 200 pounds on the weight of a steer 
at a civen age compared with obsolete meth- 
ods of production. Approximately 350,000 
head of beef cattle pass over the slaughter 
house scales In California every year. If the 
weight of this army of beef were augmented 
150 pounds to the head and figured at 10 
cents per pound live weight for all ages (cur- 
rent data.) it would mean, roughly, $5,000,000 
the number of 
cattle. Add $5,000,000 more which repre- 
sents the amount lost by continued use of 
poor bulls and you have $10,000,000. 
Besides this, the producer can almost double 
bis calf crop in a few years. One could 
vo indefinitely enumerating the advan- 
tages to be gained by better feeding and 
better breeding. It is a big subject and 
one worthy close study. Moreover econom- 
ie conditions will force the backward pro- 
ducer to adopt new methods or perish.

One of the strong charaéteristics of the 
farm tractor is its ability to reduce refrac 
tory solls to a condition of thorough tillage. 
Baked soll, tough clay and stony ground 
may all be taken in hand by the tractor and 


_ transformed into friable consistency. 


The only consideration in this proposition 


is the etrength of the plows used. As for 


tractor strength that point is settled. If a 
forty horse power won't turn the tricks, then 
a seventy-five horse power will. In extreme 
cases a ninety horse power may be em- 
ployed, 

A good example of the ability of the farm 
tractor to conquer stubborn soils may be 
found in the experience of the Natomas 
Land Comp which has a big project in 
hand in the cramento Valley. This com- 
pany owns 86,000 acres of land, and this 
will De irrigated through one of the largest 
reinforced concrete canals in the world; and 
the water supply will be obtained principally 
by pumping plants. 

This’ great tract of new farming land lies 
eleven miles east of the city of Sacramento;

Ten years ago it was thought to be tm 
possible to raise citrus fruit on the tract be- 
cause of the refractory nature of the soil.

BIG COTTON FARM 
FOR SAN JOAQUIN. 


When the McDevitt Cotton Company 
leased 8000 acres of the Miller & Lux ranch 
near Dos Palos a few days ago, am important 
advance Was made in commercial cotton cul- 
ture inethe San Joaquin Valley. This group 
of cotton growers have united in a large en- 
.terprise for the growing of short staple 
cotton in a region believed very favorable 
to the growing of the crop. 

A score of tractors and many mule teams 
are preparing the heavy black clay soil for 
planting, which will be begun this month. 
It is declared that 6500 acres of the tract 
will be planted to the fiber this year, and 
development “of this and other contiguous 
tracts will continue next year. A superior 
strain of Mebane, the seed of which origin- 
ally came from Blythe, Cal., will be grown. 
The large plantation will be under the man- 
agement of W. 8. Conduit of Los Angeles, 
an experienced grower who has supervised 
cotton growing in the United States and 
Mexico for many years. He will have his 
headquarters at Dos Palos. 

The tract extends along the main line of 
the Southern Pacific in Merced and Fresno 
counties for fifteen miles. It runs from 
Firebaugh to Dos Palos. Gins and oi! mills 
will be erected this fall at Oxalis, Fresno 
county, it is announced. Two five-stand gins 
have been contracted for. The directors of 
the company are, T. W. McDevitt, president; 

IP. Conduit, vice-president; W. 58. Con- 
duit, secretary and general manager; Robert 
Burhans, Jr., and E. N. McDevitt. 

T. W. McDevitt has been interested in cot- 
ton culture and development for many years. 
He founded the Pacffic Cotton Company, Ca- 
lexico, Cal., in 1914, building an ofl mill and 
six gins in Calexico. In 1915 he interested 
the Balfour-Guthrie Company in a 10,000 
acre tract near Calipatria, Imperial Valley, 
and the company planted the extensive tract 
to short staple cotton. In 1916 Mr. McDevitt 
brought the Goodyear Interests to see the 
advantage of raising Egyptian cotton for tire 
fabrics in the Salt River Valley in Arizona 
This year 18,000 acres are in cotton on the 
Goodyear ranch. He also established the 
California Cotton Oi] Company at Vernon, 
Cal.. a $200,000 concern. 

Associated with the McDevitt Cotton Com- 
pany in this enterprise is Ed Knox of Los 
Angeles, who, with Edward Skinner, will 
farm 1000 acres of the tract, and Robert Bur- 
hans, Jr., of Calexico who farmed cotton on 
the Corona ranch near Calexico. Mr. Bur- 
hans will raise cotton on 1000 acres of the 
holding. A portion of the ranch will be set 
aside for the development, through seed se 
lection and pollenization, of a still higher 
grade of short staple cotton. It is believed 
by these men that, at least under present 


conditions, Egyptian long staple is not the 
crop to grow in the San Joaquin Valley.

“If the citrus rancher does not fertilize | 
and fumigate his orchard he cannot grow | 
his fruit at a profit,” writes J. L. Matthews, | 
editor of the Covina (Cal.) Argus. “No 
fruit tree gives better returns for liberal | 
fertilization than the orange and the lemon. | 

“The idea that California soils are vir — 
gin, and of inexhaustible fertility might be 
good real estate talk, but is not safe to 
bank on in making oranges pay. The aa- 
ture of the citrus tree is to overfeed itself 
in the surrounding soil for a few years 
after planting, this befng especially true 
when there is plenty of expanding room for 
new roots. After this brief period, the tree 
practically stands still if not fertilized, and 
the fruit is all of small sizes. All record- 
breaking returns of heavy citrus crops have 
been made on well-fertilized orchards. And 
it is useless to spend large suma@ fertilizing 
‘unless the grower continually fumigates. 
There is no fertilizer that will successfully 
grow fruit and kill scale. Interest and 
taxes on a valuation of $3000 an acre means 
that it is costing somebody about $4 per tree 
each year to keep a tree standing idle.” 


NEW HEMP VARIETY. 


A new variety of hemp called the Ching- 
beeng which yields in seed three or four times 
as much as ordinary varieties has been de- 
veloped by the Department of Agriculiure 
and seed from this and other aew varieties 
is now ready for distribution. Imperial and 
Palo Verde valleys and other areas of simi.

At Sunderland, they 
were always ready to give a comrade points 
and business in a part with which they were 
familiar, and to lend him properties and 
articles of wardrobe that might be of ad- 
Vantage to his appearance. 


Wardrobes were Quite Simple 
with Few Variations. 


wardrobe of an actor or actress was 
not as elaborate as it is today, nor were 
we quite as archaeologically correct as 
now. As i have said, the main wardrobe 
was provided for the gentlemen, but the 
ladies provided their own, 
limited, an experienced actress could make 
it very effective by clever management. 
Thé principal and most prized possession 
of a heavy leading lady was a dress of 
black velvet.

cal fun. Jt was the joy of the children as 
well as their elders, who forgot the cares 
and anxieties of life in the riot of exuberant 
fancy and nonsense. 

I played the policeman im the latter part 
of the production and was the victim of all 
of the merry clown’s tricks. By the time 
the pantomime had run itg course I was 
nearly black and blue all over from the 
drubbings I had nightly received .at his 
hands from my own club. It was originally 
a cylinder of canvas stuffed with straw, but 
time and constant use had made it as hard 
as a real club. The pantomime ran for 
severa] weeks successfully, and we then re. 
sumed the routine of the earlier season's 
work.

The Band Box Theater 
For the Small Towns. - 


D R,. HUDSPETH, the comedian, and Mr. 
Loom, the first old man, decided to try 
a sbort season with a “Vit-up,” taking « 
small company to play comedicttas. and 
farces in the little towns of Northumber- 
land, and I was engaged to join them at an 
increased salary of eighteen shillings per 
eek. 

A “Fitup” is a wooden framework of a 
proscenium, with cross pieces and supports 
on which to hang our small drops and work 
the wings. The drops being painted on 
both sides, and easily moved as required. 
and the wings being set on a pivot, one 
side being painte® as an interior and the 
other exterior. The frame of the proscenium 
was covered with wall paper. It was of 


put up in a emall hall or assembly-room., 
and when completed made a very pretty 
and effective setting as a theater. 

Our first stand was in the Town Hall at 
Morpeth, a very small town, little more 
than a village. The first difficulty was to 
obtain lodgings, the local people having 
little confidence in or respect for play- 
actors, but we were finally located. We 
gave several performances to very small 
houses and then moved to Berwick on 
Tweed, a somewhat larger and more im- 
portant town. There we erected ovr 
“Fit-up” in the assembly-room.of the princi- 
palinn. It was one of those English fnns 
that Dickens describes so delightfully. You 
entered the court yard through a large 
stone arch. The assembly-room was built 
in the rear at right angles with the main 
building, across and above the court yard. 
It was Im this room that the quarter ses 
en assizes and public meetings were .

We hired lumber to build the platform. . , 
which was to serve for our stage and 
erected our fit-up on the top of it.. We 
opened to a rather encouraging house, and 
the management gave each of us a few . 
shillings on account of our salaries, which, 
up to this time, had not been paid. In the 
interim I had parted with my superfiuities, 
sich as my watch, scarf pin and finger 
ring as collateral, to meet my current ex- 
Denses and aid my less fortunate comrades. 

The Berwick public, however, did not ap- 
preciate the attraction, and our business 
was very bad. The mana..ement then de 
cided to make an extra effort to attract 
patronage and announced a special perform. 
ance of “The Colleen Bawn,” a very popv- 
lar Irish play, and procured some pictorial 
printing to advertise it.
